O00 Strong, Have Decided 
-in Favor of Strike 
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GREATEST LABOR FIGHT 
IN COUNTRYS HISTORY 


Struggle Will Be Carried Into the 
Bituminous Coal Ficlds—Presi- 
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dent Mitchell’s Voice Was 
for Peace, but Miners 
Were for War. 
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Hazleton, Pa., May 15.—The anthracite 
mine workers, in convention late this 
afternoon, decided to continue the strike 
of the 145,000 men against the mine own- 
ers, and to fight it out to the bitter end. 
The matter of calling out the engineers, 
firemen and pump runners will be decided . 
by the delegates tomorrow. The vote to 
continue the suspension was as follows: 

Total vote cast 811; for strike 
461 1-4; against strike 349 3-4; ma- 
jority for strike 111 1-2. 

President Mitchell, however, in com- 
pliance with the rules of the United Mine 
Workers, announced to the public that

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Salt Lake City, Utah, May 15.—An army | 
of 6,500 prospectors from Almost every | 
State in the union has begun the rush in- 
to Thunder mountain, the new Eldorado 
of fabulous richness. Not since the 
memorable stampede to the California 
gOld fields in 1849 has the frenzied search 
for the yellow metal reached the present 
stage, nor have such alluring prospects 
been held out since those exciting days. 

Camped along the trail for miles, living

New York, May 15.—Confirmation of the 
report that joint control of the Chicago,

After a short chase it was seen by those 
on board the pursuing tug that it would 
be imposaible to overtake the detective 
boat, the Spray, one of the swiftest tugs 
on the St. Lawrence, and toe pursuit was 
abandoned. 

On returning to the city it was decided 
to charter a special train and attempt to 
head off the Spray at some point between 
this city and Montreal. 

How Greene Was Taken. 

The arrest of Greene and Gaynor and 
the manner in which it was accomplish- 
ed caused considerable excitement in the 
city, where bota men have become well 
known. 

When the two Americans first arrived 
in Quebec they were followed by two 
men, also from the United States. who 
registered.‘at’ the Chateau Frontenac. 
Their movements led the hotel employees 
to belleve that they were detectives sent 
nere to watch Greene and Gaynor. it 
now develops that one of these men is 
Detective Burke, of Florida. 

This morning Mr. McAiaster, a promi- 
nent lawyer of Montreal, who, it Is ru- 
mored, is engaged by the prosecution, ar- 
rived here by ‘boat ‘from Montreal. On 
the same boat with hint were six detec- 
tives, including Chief Carpenter, of Mon- 
treal. They were met at the wharf here 
on their arrival by Detective Hurke. 

At 10:30 a well-dressed man engaged a 
cabman by the hour and Instructed him 
to wait near the postoffice.. Soon after- 
wards Burke with another cab arrived. 
Burke and two other men who came up 
walked toward the Cnateau Frontenac, 
which is nearby. In the meantime Greene, 
who har entered the postoffice, as was his 
daily custom, came out of the main door. 
€wo strangers who had been in waiting 
in a store near by, crossed the street, and 
one of them placing his hand on Greene’s 
shoulders, pulled a document from his 
pocket and asked him to enter the first 
cab. Greene was heard to say: 

“Wait a minute until | see a friend,”’ 
but this was denied nim, anda tne three 
detectives and Greene entered the cab 
and were driven to the wart. 

Gaynor Is Nabbed. 

While the arrest of Greene was being 
accomplished, Burke and the other detec- 
tives went to the Chateau Frontenac, 
Colonel Gaynor was standing at the clerk's 
desk when they entered. The three de- 
tectives walked up to Gaynor, one taking 
hold of his right arm and the other his 
left, while Burke produced a iagal paper. 
Colonel Gaynor asked permission to get 
nis overcoat, but fie was not permitted 
to do so, amd the four hurried out to the 
cab and started for the whart at a rapid 
pace. ; 

These proceedings occupied about twen- 
ty minutes. The hotel people notified 
Colonel Gaynor’s counsel of what had oc- 
curred. Tne attorney general's depart- 
ment and Judge Chauveau were notified 
and they in turn asked the police to in- 
vestigate the matter. 

Half an hour after the departure of the 
Spray another tug was engaged by Mrs. 
Gaynor. She went.on board with Detec- 
tive Walsh. The pursuit of the Spray was 
given up at Cape Rouge, 8 miles from 
the city. The Spray was then’almost out 
of sight down the river. 

Upon the return of Mrs. Gaynor to the 
sity the lawyers in the cage had a short 
consultation with her, and immediately 
two petitions for habeas corpus, ordering 
the return of Gaynor and Greene to this 
city, were prepared, and two orders were 
signed to that effect by Judge Andrews, 
in the superior coyrt. In the meantime 
four members of the provincial police lett 
by the 1:15 Canadian Pacific raMroad train 
for Three Rivers with orders to secure a 
tug there and try to intercept the Spray. 


The latter town is 9 miles from Quebec, 


and just half way between here and Mon- 
treal.

NIXON’S SCALP WAS TAKEN 
BY OLD TAMMANY LEADERS 


Washington, May 15.—(Special.)—The re- 
tirement of Lewis Nixon from the lead- 
ership of Tammany created a sensation 
in Washington today. Senator Platt took 
oceasion to refer to it as an illustration 
of the republican claim that no self-re- 
specting man can consent to be active 
in the Tammany organization, but that 
was of course simply ta political play on 
the part of the wily old senator who 
criticises Tammany in public and works 
with that organization whenever it suits 
his purposes. 

New York democrats say the only gsur- 
prise in the announcement of Nixon's) 
stepping down and out lies in its having 
come so soon. Those familiar with con- 
ditions inside the Tammany organization 
have felt that the old leaders would at- 
tempt to force the young shipbuilder into 
the background, and that this would in- 
evitably mean Nixon’s retirement. Car- 
roll, Freedman and others have not been 
apie to conceal their jealousy of Nixon, 
who wus put into the supreme place over 
the heads of men who had worked up from 
the bottom, and in this they have had 
the sympathy of the active Workers in 


lower places. New Yorkers in congress 
are loud in thetr praises of Nixon and | 


his sincerity of purpose, butt they have 
anticipated a split, though they had not 
expected it to come so soon. 

Croker on the Trouble. 


London, May 15.—In an interview at 
Wantage tonight Richard Croker said 
that were he in New York he would 
certainly vote for Robert A. Van Wyck 
as grand sachem of Tammany Hall, and 
that Mr. Van Wyck, tn his opinion, was 
as fine a man as ever drew breath and 
a good mayor. Mr. Croker said that 
Thomas L. ‘Feitner had been his lifelong 
friend, but he had been grand sachem 
many times—in fact, for too long a time. 

He. expressed himself as very sorry 
that Lewis Nixon had resigned as chair- 
man of the finance committee. He sala 
he had given no orders, but that he had 
left the matter entirely to the leaders to 
decide. Mr. Croker said he had cablea 
Mr. Nixon last Wednesday to do just as 
he pleased and that “if Mr. Nixon could 
not.control them it was not my fault.’’ 

Mr. Croker said he had no intention of 
returning to New York in August and 
that he could not say when he would go 
back.

Vain Attempt To Overtake. 

Three Rivers, May 15.—The tug Spray, 
with Chief Carpenter, hig aides and 
Colonel Gaynor and Captain Greene, pris- 
oners, passed Three Rivers at 7:15 o'clock 
this evening under full head of steam. 
Two Quebec policemen and two detect- 
ives, who arrived here by special train 
this afternoon, went -to the wharf and 
remained there in waiting for the Spray. 
They held the ferry boat Glacial In readi- 
ness to go out into midstream when the 
Spray hove in sight. Suddenly the looke? 
for tug appeared and the ferry boat hur- 
ried out into midstream, but the fleet lit- 
tle tug was ploughing through the waves 
at a rapid speed and before the ferry boat 
reached the middle of the river the Spray 
was « hundred yards in the lead ani 
gaining. rapidly. The chase was kept up 
for 2 miles, but it was a hopeless race 
afid the ferry boat and officers returned

Montreal, May 15.—The pursuit of the 
tug Spray by the Quebec authorities is 
probably due to a misunderstanding of 
the situation, owing to the quick arrest 
there. The provincial police at Quebec 
evidently think Gaynor and Greene were 
kidnaped by American officers. 

Donald McMaster, counsel for the Unit- 
ed States government, who planned and 
directed the arrest, returned from Qye- 
bec this evening. 

“A legal arrest made in a legal way,” 
he stated to the Associaf-d Press corre- 
spondent. “Gaynor and Greene are want- 
ed here to answer to a charge laid before 
an extradition commissioner. The people 
in Quebec who are raising 80 much fuss 
must understand the whole thing. There 
has been no ¥idnaping. 

Marion Erwin, of Macon, Ga., district 
attorney for the southern district of Geor- 
gia, swore out warrants before Judge 
Desnoyes, calling for the arrest of John 
F. Gaynor and Captain Greene, the two 
contractors in Georgia in connection with 
the Savannah frauds Gaynor and Greene

Nuggets of almost pure gold by the

} remarkable finds, Professor John T.. Day, 
chief of the division of mineral resources 
of the geological survey at Washington 
and a force sent out by the government 
to examine the Thunder fields, are ex- 
pected here next week. 

Plenty of Gold. 

Numerous inquiries from persons from 
Maine to California have been received 
regarding a reliable and authoritative 
statement of the prospects and the pres- 
ence of gold in the Thunder fields. Here- 
with is given a report made by Professor 
E. H. Mead, a chemist and mining ex- 
pert of note, who was sent into the new 
gold fields to examine and make a report 
as to tae true conditions. Professor 
Meade has just filed the report in which 
he says: 

“In reply to your question as to what 
were my impressions of Thunder moun- 
tain, will say that it is an immense rect 
of ryolite, porphyry and bressia, averag- 
ing $6.50 per ton, in such great quan- 
tities that in the short time I was thero 
it was impossible to estimate its exten’. 

“Irrespective of the immense reef of 
low grade ore, there are streaks of high 
grade ore; one streak in particular that 
is over 4 feet wide, will assay several 
thousand dollars per ton. This in ordi- 
nary mining countries would be called ‘a 
vein. I dug out large pieces of ore that 
were literally plastered with gold. To give 
you the extent of the reef, will Say, el- 
tering the main tunnel at a point 110 
feet under the surface outcrop, 1 sam- 
pled in a westerly direction for a dis- 
tance of 20 feet with neither top. side 
nor bottom to this deposit that averaged 
over $525 per ton. This will give at pres- 
ent 2,000 feet of back, owing to tunnrel 
being carried to that depth with drift. 
Also a crosscut from the west drift, a 
distance of 70 feet, with the ore still in 
the face, that gives same average. In no 
place did I find either foot or hanging 
wall. 

“The rich streak spoken of heretoforé 
I did not:sample; it was so rich to the 
naked eye it was unnecessary. 


Wonderful Country. 

‘Twenty-five miles west of Thunder 
mountain there are large veins of cop- 
er ore, both at Profile creek and Cop- 
per camp. At va, Necrswnd place there is 
a vein uncovered sixty feet deep over 
ten feet in width that carries 12 per 
cent in copper -the entire width. 

“On Bik creek, @ distance of fifty 
miles from Thunder mountain, I saw 
unmistakeble signs of mineral, while at 
Monumental creek, fifteen miles from 
Thunder mountain, claims have been 
staked that show very good prospects. 

“Taking it as a whole, it is the most 
wonderful mining country I ever ex- 
pect to see. I should judge the radius 
of the mineral zone around Thunder 
mountain is about thirty-five miles. 
Mmber and water are in abundance. 

“The formation of the country is 
principally granite and gneiss, together 
with quartz, porphyry, ryolite and 
trachyte. The granite is rich in fluorite, 
and, in my opinion, the forgation is 
very favorable for the, disfovery of 
great depositS of gold-bearing ores.” 

State Mining Inspector M. H. Jacobs, 
of Boise, Idaho, says that only half of 
the story of the rikhness of Thunder 
mountain has been told. 

“Many persons believe that the re- 
ports have been exaggerated,’’ Mr. Ja- 
cobs said, “but, in my opinion, the re- 
gion is even richer than the prospectors 
believe it is. There are great surprises 
in etore. The 100 square mile area is 
owned by the government. Any man 
is free to drive a stake and file his claim, 

“A person may sink almost any place 
in that country and find pay ore. It only 
costs $1.25 at the highest figure to mill 
the ore, and, by the way, that is one 
of the advantages of Thunder mountain 
over the other districts. The ore is 
more free and costs less to mill. Some 
of it can be put through for .50 or .#

Millions Yielded. 
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Washington, May 15.—The negotiations 
between Secretary Hay aad the ministers 
from Golombia, Nicaragua and’ Costa 
Rica. looking to the acquirement of the 
necessary rights for the construction by 
the United States government of either 
the Panama or the Nicaragua cana] have 
at last been concluded and today the sec- 
retary of state sent to the senate these 
agreements covering the ground. The 
secretary in transmitting the agreements 
made no comments uponthem. They are 
as stated at the department, engagements 
to enter into treaty relations with the 
United States upon the basis therein 
stated after congress shall have selecteda

The. Nicaraguan agreemeft provides 
for the iease of a strip of land which 
shali be WwW miles wide while a canal is in 
course of construction and afterward be 
shortened to 6 miliew. The price stipu- 
lated is «$6,000,000, together with an an- 
nuity of $25,000. 

In case the canal beltis,in time of war, 
threatened by any foreign government 
the United States is given full power to 
send either her military or navai, or both, 
into the canal belt to protect it, and to 
fulfil the guarantee of sovereignty over 


The belt which this government would 


warrant. to both Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica.

out large sums of gold, mostly placer. 
Boise basin has produced $250,000,000 in 
gold; Warren can show $18,000,000 on the 
express books; Florence, 36,000,000, and 
Custer City, on ‘the east, $10,000,000. 

“It will be found this summer that 
there are many other districts quite as 
rich as the Thunder mountain district. 
I have some claims myself twenty miles 


away ‘that show 80 ounces in gold. 
Then there is copper, silver and lead 
until it makes you sick to see it all go 
to waste. 

“Provisions are scarce in Thunder. 
The prices quoted are: $30 a sack for 
flour, $75 a sack for sugar, $1 a pound 
for coffee, 60 cents for half pound of 
soda, 75 cents a pound for bacon, $1.0 
for a twelve-ounce can of baking pow- 
der. There is no salt to be had in there 
at. any price. This lot of supplies was 
taken in on three pack horses, which 
had to travel on snow shoes.”’ 

L. M. St. Cyr, United States deputy 
mineral surveyor, has just returned from 
Thunder. He .indorses Professor Meade’s 
report. Said he: 

“I advise prospectors to enter by way 
of Fayetteville. This is the old trap- 
per’s route and was used by Hudson 
bay trappers one hundred years ago. 
You can still find the trappers’ beaver 
frames and their old bear traps at 
points along the trail. On one of the 
logs of a cabin standing today fifteen 
miles from Thunder mountain is the 
mark of Lueflle Loutville, a French- 
Canadian trapper, who built the cabin 
in 1852. It is a sign today of a people 
who went into that country for furs 
and never thought of looking for gold. 

“The gold of Thunder mountain was 
discovered in 1870 and 1872 by Ans and 
Charles Downey: Ans has long been 
dead, but Charles, a white haired man, 
is living today in Grangeville, Idaho. 
The Caswells, however, were the first 
prospectors who had the nerve to stay 
with the gold proposition Gntil it was 
brought to the front. It is a rich fleld.’’ 


EARL OF HOPETOUN TO RESIGN. 


He Says That He Can’t Live on 
$50,000 a year. 
Melbourne, Australia, May 15.—Jt has 
been announced in the senate that the 
earl of Hopetoun had decided to resign 
the governor generalship of the Aus- 
tralian commonwealth. His salary is 
£10,000 per year. He tesigns-.becduse the 
federal parifament refused to increase 
this to £18,000. He said hfs present salary 
was wholly inadequate to maintain the 

dignity of the office.

Forty-Second Convention of 
the Church Is Started in 
Jackson, Miss. 


GEORGIA REPRESENTED 
BY MEN OF PROMINENCE 


@here Are 250 Delegates in Attend- 
3 ance—Dr. Wood Makes Address 
Urging Education of the 
Youth—Speech by Gov- 


ernor Longing. 


Jackson, Mise., May 15.—(Spectal.)—The 
Presbyterian general assembly of the 
United States opened its forty-second con- 
vention here this morning. Commission- 
ers are present from Alabama, Arkansas, 
Flofmda, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Missouri, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Tennessee Texas and Virginia. There are 
250 delegates present. 

Shortly after the body convened tele- 
grams of greeting were exchanged with 
the general assembly of the Northern 
Presbyterian church, now in session 1n 


New York. 

Dr. Neander M. Woods, of Tennessee, 
the moderator, delivered the opening ser- 
mon, his theme being ‘“‘Missions and Ed- 
ucation.’’ In his discourse he emphasized 
the necessity of missions and the value 
of education, urging the establishment of 
a great Presbyterian college in the south. 

Dr. Woods stated that two million 
youths in the private schools of the 
Usrtted States are without. marked relig- 
jous influence, in many instances these 
private institutions of learning absolutely 
lorbidding the teaching of religious wor- 
ship, and that 9 per cent of the pupils in 
all the schools of this country are pass- 
Ing through the formative and critical 
period of their Ives without having in 
any adequate measure the spiritual ad- 
vantages and safeguards they ought to 
have to become Christians. 

In the nomination of officers that fol- 
lowed, Dr. W. T. Hall, of South Carolina, 
was elected moderator on the fourth bal- 
jot. Rev, Ernest Thompson, of Ken- 
bucky, was appointed reading clerk. Dr. 
Russell Cecil, of Virginia; Dr. Walden, of 
North Carolina; Rev. J. D. Leslie, of 
Texas, and Rev. E. D. McDougal, of 
Georgia, were chosen assistant clerks. 

The Georgia Commissioners. 

The Georgia commissioners reached 
here this morning. and were conspicuous 
during the proceedings of the opening 
day. The report of the Georgia synod 
will be delivered to ‘the stated clerks to- 
morrow. Members of the delgation state 
that a fine showing in denominational 
growth and educational mission work has 
been made during the past year in the 
six presbyteries constituting the synod.

. ‘The addresses of welcome delivc&:d to- 
night by Governor Longino, Judge Ed- 
ward Mayes and Hon. C. H. Alexander 
were responded to by Dr. W. G. Walden, 
of Athens, Ga.,.who delivered an eloquent 
speech, in which the history of the church 
Was graphically received. 

At the afternoon session Dr. William 
Ingram, agent of the American Bible So- 
tiety, delivered an address illustrative of 
the work accomplished during the past 
year. His statement showed increased 
receipts and expenditures in all depart- 
ments of. the church. Legacies, denomi- 
national contributions and individual do- 
mations had increased, but additional 
funds are needed. 

Dr. Chester, secretary of the foreign 
gission board, reported satisfactory re- 
6ults in foreign fields. 

Executive Cammittee Report. 

The report of the executive committve 
of home missions was submitted by Rev. 
S. L. Morris, secretary of the board. It 
showed that the deficiency which handi- 
capped the board one year ago had been 
wiped out, and that the increase in con- 
tributions over last year was $8,377. The 
total in the hands of the treasurer during 
the year was $49,882, being receipts in 
eash for home missions, invalid and othcr 
funds and interests; the disbursements 
were $39,981. In explaining the deficiency, 
the report says: 

‘On vhe list of April, 1901, the treasury 
contained in cash tor carrying on Bome 
mission work $2,706, $6,025 less than te 
previous year, which showed a balance in 
the treasury of $9,233. This deficiency, 
together with the $2,000 appropriated 
by the instruction of the assembly oI Du- 
rant college, made our committee have an 
extra amount to raise this year Of $8,526. 
But the increase this year over we pre- 
“vious year has been §$,3//, Wnich almost 
exactly balances the account. if it nad 
mot been for this deficiency of the pre- 
vious year our home mission work would 
be in a prosperous condition. As it is, we 
have only $6,183 with which to begin the 
year. The larger demands made on the 
committee for another year by the pres- 
byteries and the necessity for advancing 
the work will make it extremely difficult 
for the committee to meet its obligations. 

“The large Dulk of ths home mission 
funds are spent In Arkansas, Florida and 
Texas, and the work has Deen very sat- 
isfactory, but no detailed report will be 


attempted in view of the fact that the’ 


work is done through wil orgamzed pres- 
byteries that make full report to the as- 
sembly.

Chosen To Preside Over the Presbyte- 
rian General Assembly. 


REVISION OF THE CREED 


Will Be the Most Important Question 
-To Come Before the Assembly. 
The Session Will Last 
Fifteen Days. 


New York, May 1.—Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke, professor of Mterature at Prince- 
toh univeraity, was late this afternoon 
elected moderator of the general assembly 
of the Presbyterian church, which body 
began its delfberations here today. He 
was elected on the second allot, which 
resulted: 

Dr. Van Dyke, 298; Dr. Moffat, 227; Dr. 
Holmes, 49, 

After the result was announced the re- 
tiring moderator, Dr. Henry C. Minton, 
moved that Dr. Van Dyke's election be 
made unanimous, and -his was done. 

Amidst cheers Dr. Van Dyke was eés- 
corted to the moderator’s chair, and as 
he took it, Dr. Minton said: 

‘‘My brother, it becomes my duty to in- 
ferm you of your election to the office of 
nvoderator of this general assembly and 
ta present you with this book of law and 
order. I ¢rust that God may spare you 
to us all, and that He may grant His 
biessing in the work ‘before you.’’ 

Dr. Van Dyke tn reply sala: 

“I thank you with all my heart for giv- 
ing me the privilege of standing in a 
place made sacred to me by the memory 
of my father. 1 have not deserved this 
honor, but will do my best, if you will 
help me, to be a loyal and true moderator 
in the church in which I was born and 
which I love with all my heart.”’ 

Dr. Minton’s Sermon. 

The one hundred and fourteenth assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian church was open- 
ed in the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
church, this city, today. The seseions will 
continue fifteen days. 

The most important business to come 
before the assembly is the report of the 
committee on revision of confession of 
faiuu. This report probably will be de- 
bated May 23. 

At today’s session the Rev. Dr. Minton, 
of San Francisco, the moderator, deliv- 
ered a sermon on “The Enduring Mis- 
sion of Presbyterianism.’’ 

Dr. Minton said doubtless God could 
have made men wholly independent of 
each ‘other, fatherless and childless Mel- 
chisedek. But in that case there would 
have been no race, no humanity. And 
what is true of the race applies to the 
church. 

Continuing, the preacher asked: 

“Are our contributions out of date? 
Is our faith a back number, and our 
types of piety and charity unsuited to 
current conditions? 

“Note that first, Presbyterianism has 
always characteristically approached 
men on their rationa] sides. You are 
thinking as never before, and men think 
their way back to the eternal problem 
of God. Presbyterianism has ever an- 
swered to the rational call of the human 
mind for the truth of God, and that call 
will never die until the psychology of 
the human heart is changed. 


Emphasis on Education. 


‘It follows that our church has ever 
placed the emphasis on education. The 
highest note of Presbyterianism is that 
of intellectual conviction of appeal to 
men’s judgment on the sure ground of 
truth. 

‘There are certain elements in the 
government and doctrines of the Presby- 
terian church which «snecislly fit it to 
exert a po\g~erful indirect influence in the 
interest of law and order and in pro- 
moting the civilization of mankind. 

‘The esbyterian church has peculiar 
ereetens for meeting the missionary 
call. 

“Ours is a glorious birthright, but ours 
is a more glorious outlook. 

“We perform our mission, we fill our 
place; we accomplish our work in the 
programme of redemption of a lost race, 
covering the vast sweep of time and in 
the march of the redeemed of God to- 
ward the far off goal of perfection, which 
is complete in Jesus Christ.’’

Preparing for Convention. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May 15.—(Specia!.> 
At a meeting held tonight the Hamilton 
County Democratic Club made the final 
arrangements for its trip to Nashville on 
the occasion of the gubernatorial con- 
vention, May 29, which wit nominate 
Hon, J. R. Fraser, of this city, for gov- 
ernor, without opposition. Great enthu- 
silasm was shown and between three and 
four hundred members are expected to 
go. The club will give a rally on Thurs- 
day night, May 28, and then will take the 
special train for Nashville, where they 
will parade the streets and take an active 
part in the convention. 


Indian Territory. We have maintained 
eight schools, aggregating seventeen 
teachers and nearly nine hundred pupils.

An increase in 
the number of evangelists would enable 
our church to occupy more of the land 
yet to be possessed and enlarge Its bor- 
ders and influence.”’ 

The report on minisférial relief. sub- 
mitted by Dr. Russell Cecil, shawed the 
year’s receipts to have been $15,000. 
equalized by expenditures. An approprin- 
tion of $20,000 will be required for next 
year. 

Dr. J. H. Lumpkin, secretary of the 
educational committee, reported that 
$13,509 had been received by the commit- 
tee, as compared with $11,579 the previous 
year. One hundred and sixty-two per- 
sons had been aided by the fund, of that 
number eighty-nine having been theolog- 
fecal students. The sum of $7,442 had 
been expended upon five seminaries. 

Dr. Phillips, general superintendent of 
Sabbath schools and young people’s so- 
cieties, reported favorably upon church 
publications.

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Dallas, Tex., May 15.—After one day in 
which the subject was not mentioned, 
the war claim was the principal theme of 
discussion before the Methodist Episcopal 
church conference today. The reply of 
the majority members of the committee 
on publishing house interests to the 
minority report was brought in and dis- 
cussed, after which it was referred to 
the committee on publishing house in- 
terests. 

The eighth day’s session was presided 
over by Bishop Candler. A privileged 
communication from the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal church conference at 
Nashville was read. 

Greetings were sent to the Presbyterian 
assembly at Jackson, Miss., and “to the 
Cumberland Presbyterians in session at 
Columbia, Tenn. 

Progress of Missions. 

The committee on missions reported 
great progress in this field. The ques- 
tion of the union of the various branches 
of Methodism in Japan was brought up 
and concurrence in the plan proposed of 
uniting the six branches under one head 
was had, the provision being made that 
a commission of five be appointed to con- 
fer with similar commissions from the 
other churches on a plan of unity. 

The committee on itinerancy reported 
non-concurrence in memorials requesting 
the conference to allow no preacher to 
hold a mission more than four years, 
nor any presiding eldership more than 
eight years. 

Taking up the regular business the 
report of the committee on education 
was considered. Correspondence courses, 
open to all ministers at nominal] cost 
under the direction of the faculty of 
Vanderbilt university, were considered 
and ordered established. 

Dr. 8S. 8S. Keener reopened the discus- 
sion as t@ sending pupils to Vanderbilt. 
He was opposed to chautauquas and 
seaside lessons and correspondences 
schcols and wished to keep the old 
methods.

Session in Missouri. 


MODERATOR LOSES POWER 


Council Will Be Named Which Will 
Appoint the Committee—Agtend- 
ance at Springfield Largest 
in History of the 
Church. 


Springfleld, Mo., May 15.—The seventy- 
second general assembly of the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian church in the United 
States met in this city at 10:34 this morn- 
ing. The attendance is unprecedentedly 
large. Rev. E. E. Morris, of Marshall, 
Mo., the moderator, preached the open- 
ing sermon, his theme being the menifest 
righteousness of God. 

Mr. Morris was assisted in the service 
by Former Moderator D. E. Bughnell, 
of St. Louis; W. H. Black, of Marshall, 
Mo.; E. G@ McTain, of San Antonio, 
Tex., and F. R. Earle, of Clarksville, 
Ark. Before the adjournment for lunch- 
eon and in anticipation of the formal 
organization at 2 p. m., Rev. Ira Lan- 
dreth, of Nashville, Tenn., gave notice 
that he would present a resolution before 
a moderator is elected providing for a 
cabinet to assist that officer in appoint- 
ing the committees, to consist of one 
commission from each syndicate and to 
be chosen by the representatives from 
the several synods. It is still impossible 
to predict who will be moderator, though 
the freinds of three or four men are 
actively seeking votes for their favorites. 

One or two speakers in the preliminary 
church extension roll yesterday hinted 
broadly that one of the issues likely to 
be raised at this meeting would be a re- 
organization of the church mission work 
by the organization of a home board. 
Much enthusiasm has resulted from yes- 
terday’s discussions and much of the as- 
sembly’s time will in consequence be 
given to planning for church extension 
and development in country places as 
wel! as in cities. 

Already by eleven votes this general 
assembly is the largest tn its history, 
the number of commissioners answering 
to roll call this afternoon being 241 as 
against 230 in Chattanooga two years 
ago. Others are yet to come. 

At the gfternoon. session by a practi- 
cally unanimous vote, following a brief 
debate, the resolutions for a moderators’ 
counci] were submitted to the presby- 
teries for indorsement as the permanent 
rule of the assembly. The new plan 
practically takes from the moderator the 
committee-appointing power and gives it 
to sixteen commissioners of the bodies 
own choosing and it was adopted with 
enthusiasm. Addresses of welcome and 
responses enlivened the afternoon s¢s- 


sion.

Conditions in the Region of 
Volcanic Disturbances Seem 
To Be Unimproved 


ESTATES HAVE VANISHED 
IN DEPTHS OF OCEAN 


Inhalation of Noxious Vapors Caus- 
ing Spread of Sickness—Muti- 
lated Bodies Are Dragged 
to the Burial Trenches 
with Ropes. 


Kingstown, Island of St. Vincent, B. 
W. 1., May 15.—fclentists who have come 
here from the British island of Trinidad 
predict another volcanic eruption on St. 
Vincent within a short time. 

The damage done to St. Vincent by the 
volcanic eruption is now known to be 
considerably greater than was at first 
estimated. The present uneasiness of the 
inhabitants of the islands is increased by 
the continuous agitation of the volcanic 
craters. 


Friday morning, May 9, large stones 
and volcanic dust fell in the neighbor- 
hood of Georgetown for two hours, tér- 
rifying the people there. A cloud of hot 
vapor then passed over that part. Two 
eruptions of less magnitude than the first 
occurred Saturday, May 10, and from 
then until today fire and smoke have 
been ascending at intervals from the 
craters. 

Interesting discoveries have been made 
regarding physical changes on St. Vin- 
cent resulting from the eruptions. Sev- 
eral fissures have been observed on La- 
Soufriere. The estate of Walibou has 
disappeared and has been replaced by an 
inlet of the sea. Richmond, an estate 
adjacent to Walibou, which was formerly 
flat, and upon which were several la- 
borers’ cottages, has been completely 
burned, and out of the estate there now 
arises a large ridge of ground. 


Cap of Dark Clouds. 


It is believed that the Rabacci crater, 
in the Windward district of the island, 
has also erupted. From a distance La- 
Soufriere, although less. violent, still 
wears a cap of dark clouds, which is 
lighted every now and then by flashes of 
red light. 

Voleanic dust fell here again yester- 
day, but fortunately there have been also 
heavy rain showers, which have washed 
away the dust from the grass and re- 
stored the verdure of the fields. The con- 
dition of the atmosphere is also appa- 
rently ‘improving. 

Owing to the destruction of several es- 
tates, the sugar and arrow root indus- 
tries of St. Vincent are sertously injured. 
Destitution prevails among the laboring 
classes, who are without homes, without 
clothes and hungry. Nearly 2,000 deaths 
on this island have been reported. Bodies 
have been discovered in houses in life- 
like attitudes, presenting grewsome spec- 
tacles. There are decomposed bodies in 
many houses and in order to guard 
against disease it probably will be nec- 
essary for the authorities to burn these 
dwellings. Hundreds of bodies have not 
yet been interred.

Havana, May 12.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—The meeting of congress was not 
very imposing, and, in fact, spectators 
and members seemed to feel but a half- 
hearted interest in the momentous event. 

Major Baker, of the quartermaster de- 
partment,in ‘the midst of the multitudinous 
duties connected with auction and _ fre- 
moval of army stores, superintended 
the arrangements and decoration of the 
buildings to be used by the congress. 
The senate was very comfortably lodged 
in the old Segundo Cabo, whicn in new 
paint and adorned with Cuban flags and 
bunting, designs in flowers of the nation- 
al colors, palms and potted plants, made 
a brave show. There was very little room 
for visitors, the seats for the twenty-four 
senatorg and press stenographers’ tables, 
chair of president and that of the seare- 
taries, occupying most of the space in the 
hall... Not a very great number, however, 
seemed anxious to witness the opening 
exercises, and but two ladies were in evi- 
dence, these apparently in search of type- 
writing or other work. 

Prior to assembling in their respective 
chambers the members of both branches 
of congress were received Dy the military 
governor in full uniform, attended by his 
aides and entire staff, likewise in full uni- 
torm. 

General Wood’s Address. 

The military governor made a short ad- 
dress, to the point, reminding them of 
the necessity for prompt action in veri- 
fying the legality of members and fratify- 
ing the election of the two cnief magis- 
trates selected to rule over the people: He 
explained that it was necessary to do tnis 
before the United States turned over the 
government to them, in order that other 
nations might be informed of the names 
of their president ‘and vice president. 
General Wood was careful to speak on 
this occasion of the “republic of Cuba,”’ 
and not the “island of Cwba,’’ as nere- 
tofore.

In the hanging garden 
on the sea side of Segundo Cabo its a row 
of very lofty palm trees, their dark green 
fronds forining a landmark to every ves- 
sel crossing the bar, and now huns with 
the bright colors reaching up to their dark 
green cancpies fhey are a striking point 
of color. People heave Icst their heads 
upon the subject of decorations ard fes- 
tivities.

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The Virtue of Tolerance. 

A very necessary lubricant on the 
wheels of civilization is a respectful 
tolerance between men of each oth- 
er’s rights, opinions and honorable 
purposes. It is the glory of our repub- 
lican society that men are guaranteed 
freedom*of opinion, of speech, of wor- 
ship and of lawful endeavors in the 
pursuits of life, liberty and happi- 
ness. And we have come to hold it 
true that the spirit which says “my 
doxy is orthody and any other doxy is 
heterodoxy” is only barefaced bigotry 
on four legs! 

Happily indicative of the broader 
and democratic spirit is the recent 
action of the Elgin (Illinois) Medical 
Association. It has removed the 
former cast-iron rule that excluded 
from its membership only those who 
bore the credentials of the recognized 
orthodox svhools of medicine, and now 
they have opened their doors to those 
practitioners who, heretofore, were 
under the ban as exploiters of “fads” 
and “isms” in medicine, or healing 
methods. This action was wise, we 
think, since the laws of the country, 
and the courts in pursuance of them, 
are steadily confirming the right 
of men to practice any| system of 
healing that is not manifestly immoral 
and dangerous to society otherwise. 

So long as those who set up as 
professional physicians are regulated 
by equal laws and are willing to be 
bound in their conduct toward their 
patients and society by the ethics of 
the Hippocratic oath, tnere should be 
liberty of action and fraternity of 
spirit among the guild members. The 
days of a medical monopoly, or any 
sort of propathic trust, are at an end 
and the people are disposed to accord 
the same rights to the man who can 
heal by a word, or a touch, or a leg- 
pull, as to the man who sticks to pills, 
and squills, and scalpels. The Elgin 
association has done well to realize 
the fact and adopt its rules to the 
_ fair-play policy. 

Somewhat in the other direction was 
the recent action of the Elizabeth 
presbytery, in New Jersey, that re- 
fused a license to preach to young 
Vincent Noll because he could not 
conscientiously say that he believed 
Adam was manufactured according to 
the Mosaic report. The young man 
was honest in his doubt, while equally 
honest in his general belief that God 
created mankind and holds them to 
accountability for their righteousness 
or unrighteousness. Nevertheless, the 
high priests of the cloth and white 
chokers hauled him over the coals in 
@ way that sorely wounded the spfrit 
and agitated to its center the mind of 
tae sincere young aspirant to preach 
the gospel. They rejected him for

Primary Manual Training. 

The city council of Richmond, Va., 
has taken up enthusiastically the proj- 
ect to introduce manual training into 
the public schools of that city. They 
purpose to begin with the simpler 
forms of technica] instruction, intro- 
ducing them first into the three lower 
grades of the schools, and gradually 
extending the perfec? course through 
all the grades, including the high 
schools. 

At a public meeting of citizens to 
forward the movement, held a few 
evenings ago, Captain Charles E. Vaw- 
ter, principal of the Miller Manual La- 
bor school, near Charlottesville, made 
the subject of manual training clear 
to a large audience in a most able 
address. Captain Vawter is a Vir 
ginian of lifelong educational experi- 
ence. At the head of a school whose 
endowment is ample to abundance, he 
has, within the past decade or more, 
built up one of the model labor schools 
of America. Indeed, there is scarcely 
any to equdl it in equipme.t and mod- 
ernity of methods anywhere on the 
great continents, Its only drawbaca 
is the limitation put by its founder 
upon the area from which its benefi- 
ciaries may be drawn. But the men 
turned out from the school are the 
most capable, expert teachers and ar- 
tisans of the era. 

Captain Vawter gave such valuable 
advice that the council, within its ap- 
propriations, will be able to inaugurate 
the system at once and in a way to 
guarantee its steady growth to per- 
fection. Richmond is wise to follow 
such counsel and to turn her educa- 
tional efforts into this broad channel 
of usefulness. The training of chil- 
dren in valuable, self-supporting handi- 
crafts is an endowment of the city, 
the state and the nation with men 
and women of future incomputable 
efficiency as citizens. 
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Fighting Prohibition in Vermont. 

The republicans are having a lively 
time in Vermont with their prelimi- 
nary canvass for the gubernatorial 
nomination. There are three candi- 
dates in the field. One of them 
is a wealthy and pompous old 
codger who wants the job. be- 
cause of the title. Another is the 
son of Senator Redfield Proctor and 
seems to be running just because 
“paw” is in the senate and the office 
fever has caught on hard in the fam- 
ily. The third is Hon. Percival W. 
Clement, editor of The Rutland Her- 
ald, a man of means and president of 
a railroad, owner of a newspaper and 
a private palace car, and with an issue 
on which he is whooping up the state 
in one of the hottest train-end cam- 
paigns the Green Mountaineers have 
ever known. 

Vermont is a prohibition state and 
is notorious for the inefficiency of the 
law to suppress the sales of liquor and 
common drunkenness. It is a money- 
maker for the officials who consist- 
ently wink at the violations of the 
law until their time comes to round- 
up the offenders and extract fines and 
fees, thereby enriching their own 
pockets while the towns and the state 
go shorn of an immense revenue. 

Candidate Clement is going over the 
state at lightning express speed in his 
private car, taking along a quartet of 
negro singers, and is drawing tremen- 
uous audiences, to whom he is expos- 
ing ruthlessly the hypocrisies, frauds 
and outlawries of prohibition as it is! 
He is talking with the bark on and has 
stirred up the state into a ferment of 
excitement over the rascalities “per- 
petrated in the name of prohibition, 
God and morality!” 

Instead of prohibition, which he is 
demonstrating is a stupendous mis- 
nomer and failure, he is advocating 
the adoption of the wise and practica- 
ble plan of local option as it exists to- 
day in Georgia. He presents fi 
that contrast the conditions in the two 
states and by which it is shown that 
Vermont, under state prohibition, has 
three times as many retail liquor deal- 
ers to the same number of persons as 
Georgia has under local option. 

It is a very sensational and telling 
campaign that Clement is making and 
he has the prohiviuon element backed 
to the wall, speechless before his revy- 
elations and dumb as to any explana- 
tion of the failure of their pet meas- 
ure. Clement expects to be elected 
and to see local option supplant pro- 
hibition in Vermont. 

The Very Active Hannaites. 

Ex-Secretary Long, who has just re- 
tired from the cabinet with the unan- 
imous consent of the country, has 
been talking up in Massachusetts with 
his mouth. He says that in the next 
national nepublican convention Mr. 
Roosevelt will have an almost unan- 
imous vote for the nomination. At 
the same time he admits that “Mr. 
Hanna’s friends are very active, but 
that will not prevent Mr. Roosevelt 
from winning!” 

We do mot think the people have 
ever considered Jawn D. as a brilliant 
and successful prophet.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


‘How To Lessen Homicides.”’ 


Editor Constitution: In your issue of the 
iSth Mr. William Riley Boyd barely touches 
on a very important and pertinent moral and 
social question in his suggestions looking to 
the prevention of crimes by ‘‘respectable peo- 
ple.’ He first suggests ‘‘as & reasonable 
proposition that if men cease to carry con- 
cealed weapons there would be fewer homi- 
cides,”” which of course, goes without eay- 
ing. He then proceeds to examine into the 
methods attainable to compass the desired 
end—the causing to carry concealed weapons. 
He says: ‘“‘In any community where alterca- 
tions occur it will be found that the primary 
difficulty is not so much in the individual 
disposition as in the existing public sentiment 
which calls for bloodshedding in order that 
the charge of cowardice may not be made 
against one who fails to promptly resent an 
insult.”’ Just here, Mr. Editor, he strikes the 
fundamental cause of a large majority of the 
encountere—fistic and otherwise, that occur 
between all classes of men. It is the sense- 
less, conventional idea, or ‘‘public sentiment,” 
that a man who does not resent with a biow, 
or pistol, or knife, certain approbious epi- 
thets, is a coward. 

It makes no difference whether the epithet 
amounts to a s@rious charge of falsehood, ras- 
cality, cowardice or crime; nor whether such 
a charge is true or false; it must be resented 
with a blow, or with a bullet, or knife-thrust. 
The essence of the robrium is that custom 
has determined that it is an insult and must 
be resented. Probably in a majority of 
cases where the ‘‘damned lie’’ is given the 
one who gives it does not himself mean what 
he says, but simply means to convey an in- 
sult. Indeed such an epithet is doubtless 
often given as a bold and defiant way of 
pleading ‘‘not guilty’ to a true charge, re- 
sulting in changing the original issue to one 
of a present insult, and throwing the ac- 
cuser on the defensive. It seems to me that 
any reasonable, philosophic and peace-loving 
man, who wil calmly think over the mat- 
ter, can reach no other conclusion than this— 
that the conventional idea is all wrong; in- 
deed, that it is silly and worse than childish— 
it is a relic of savagery. 

The public, or society, might just as well 
agree upon any other set of words, meaning- 
lees in themselves, and pass an edict that 
such words when applied in anger as epi- 
thets shaii be universally considered as in- 
sults, requiring to be resented or avenged. 
Conventionalism might declare that to call 
another a ‘‘blue man,’’ or say that his ‘“‘nose

SAD STORY OF ALFONSO, 
WHO IS SOON TO RULE SPAIN 


ING ALFONSO'S “coronation” will 
K  resemtie that of Wilhelmina, of 

Holland, inasmuch as it will consist 
of an enthronement and a personal ad- 
dress of the young sovereign to the peo- 
pie’s representatives. An actugl crown- 
ing is not considered necessary; indeed, 
this old-time custom is only kept up now- 
adays in England, Russia and Hungary; 
as in Prussia it has been discontinued 
since the king became German emperor. 
On commencing to reign without his de- 
voted mother’s official assistance, Al- 
fonso XIII, is about a year younger 
than was his father, Alfonso XII, when 
the latter mounted the throne. 

Queen Isabella’s only son was born 
in November, 1857, and—after a term of 
exile and many disheartening experiences 
—was proclaimed king of Spain in De- 
cember, 1874, when little more than sev-~- 
enteen. In the school of adversity Al- 
fonso XII had learned many things, 
among others being the habit of facing 
everybody with a bright and interested 
air. 

The representative of a deposed dynas- 
ty, he was welcomed back with em- 
pressement by a people who had tired 
of republican leaders and the serious 
Amadeus of Savoy, and who hoped that 
this cheerful looking lad would _ bring 
them better luck: When 2 years of 
age Alfonso XII married his cousin, 
(Mercedes. de Montpensier. Six months 
afterwards he was a grief-stricken wid- 
ower. Obliged by reasons of state to 
marry again his second choice was the 
Austrian Archduchess Maria Christina, 
who became the mother of two daugh- 
ters during the king’s life time and of a 
son some months after his death. 

Alfonso XII had a short life, and to 
most people it appeared a lively one; for 
he had the air of enjoying existence, was 
of a social nature, and did not afflict other 
folk with his own private troubles, of 
which one was a very poor constitu- 
tion. He died when but 28 years of agg 
after a reign of nearly eleven years. 

Nothing great and nothing singular will 
be remembered of Alfonso XII, whoa, at 
best, was but an insignificant figure 
among the sovereigns of his day. Al- 
fonso XIII will be more of a land- 
mark in history, if only for the fact he 
was born a king, and had to be styled 
a majesty from the first minute of his 
existence. His mother’s regency has 
been one of the most extended and im- 
portant on record—Queen Maria Christina 
having practically reigned five years long- 
er than did her husband, and with great- 
er success in some respects. 

The Ex-Queen Isabella II, young Al- 
fonso’s grandmother, now 71 years of age, 
and still enjoying life in Paris, began her 
reign nominally more than sixty-eight 
years ago, as alittle child, and under the 
regency of a mother who was a disgrace 
to European royalty. It suited Spanish 
and French politicians to declare Isabella 
of age and fit to govern when she was 
but 13. 

For some twenty-five years atterwaras 
a chivalric and patient people bore wigh 
a muddle-headed, good-for-nothing sov- 
ereign, either because she was a woman 
or because they preferred her faults, 
bad as they were, to the virtues of a 
stranger; and then, as Isabella would 
not mend her ways. Isabella had to go. 
She must have had a tough constitution 
to have done what she did and gone 
through what she @id, and the present 
king of Spain may have the better 
chance of a long life because a pair of 
able-bodied grandmothers figure in his 
pedigree—not only Queen Isabella, but the 
Archduchess Elizabeth of Austria, who 
has also entered her seventies. 

Alfonso XIII has been most carefully 
brought up by a truly good mother, who 
may well count as a model sovereign—so 
that he will know what to follow; and 
his father’s mother can serve to him as 


* 


an example of’all he had best avoid when 
he comes into his inheritance and begins 
to play the monarch. 

While the father of Alfonso XIII had 
the lively ways and manners of the typ- 
ical Frenchman, the young king’s mother 
has always deen distinguished by the dig- 
nity and reserve of the typical Spaniard, 
and hag thereby commanded the respect 
of the better class portion of her son’s 
subjects. Though an Austrian archduch- 
ess by birth, yet her ancestors have in- 
cluded some of the principal kings of 
Spain; and to more than one of her por- 
traits Queen Maria Christina bears & 
strong resemblance, more especially in the 
lower part of the face. A royal bride 
coming as a stranger to a country is, 
more often than not, the descendant of 
one of its princesses, who made a foreign 
match. 

George II of England and his handsome 
and able wife, Caroline of Anspach, 
who: both fe buried in Westminster ab- 
bey, are the ancestors of Queen Alex- 
andra, as well as of King Edward. As for 
our late sovereign’s foreign descegdaants, 
they now largely outnumber those of 
English birth and title; and England’s 
future kings and princes, when in quest 
of a young, beautiful, well brought-up 
Protestant princess as a suitable consort. 
may not need any other than a Vic- 
torian ¢amily list to look out all they re- 
quire. 

At one time young Alfonso XIII used 
to be represented at foreign ceremonials 
by his aunt, Bulalia, who had all the 
independent privileges of a married lady 
with a husband somewhere with whom 
she is supposed to be on good terms, 
The infanta is now separated from her 
cousin spouse, Antonio de Montpensier, 
and, according to Spanish etiquette, 
must not occupy too conspicuous a po- 
sition. Moreover, a more important Span- 
ish princess has grown up, married, and 
come to the front, the Infanta Mercedes, 
styled princess of the Asturias, as the 
king’s eldest sister and heiress-presump- 
tive. 

It will be a delightful and exciting ex- 
perience for Mercedes and her Carlos, 
if the fates smile on their trip to Lon- 
don, aS young Alfonso’s representatives, 
to witness King Edward's coronation— 
and a thousand pities if political con- 
trarieties bar the outing and substitute 
some mere nobleman for fear Carlos 
should form teo high an estimate of his 
own importance or say something uncivil 
to the duke of Aosta about countries 
chafiging sovereigns for the worse instead 
of the better. 

Of late years the only contretemps con- 
nected with a large royal assemblage oc- 
curred at St. Petersburg, during the fes- 
tivities of the present czar’s coronation. 
A Bavarian prince was uniuckily spoken 
of as one of Prince Henry of Prussia’s 
suite, and was naturally much disgus>} 
ed, being a representative of a Ger- 
man kingdom which is independent in all 
matters of home government, and of a 
first family which certainly daes not take 
its cue from Berlin. A splutter ensued, 
and Hohenzollern highnesses were advised 
not to entertain too lofty an opinion 
of their own importance. Since then 
both the German emperor and the broth- 
er who often has to act as his majesty’s 
mouthpiece have been less assertive and 
more complimentary in their dealings 
with those kings and princes who share 
with them the watch on the’ Rhine. 

A Spanish sovereign can hardly achieve 
anything so noteworthy as a coming-of- 
age without being called uyfon to preside 
at a bull fight, and join with the people 
in their enjoyment of the national sport. 
And though the soung king has been 
brought up by a tenderhearted mother, 
and can hardly have a natural taste for 
carnage, it might hazard his popularity, 
and hers as well, were any such innova- 
tion attempted as the exclusion of poor 
oh horses from the arena.

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MARTINIQUE DISASTER 
PREDICTED YEARS AGO 


Washington, May  16.—(Special.)—In 
connection with the Martinique horror 
the interesting statement is made by 
scientists that long ago an earthquake !n 
the Lesser Antilles was predicted to oc- 
cur about this time. 1 1851 an earth- 
quake devastated paris of the West In- 
dies and the scientists of that day, bas- 
ing their calculations on such records 
as they possessed, predicted that the 
volcanoes on those islands would remain 
quiescent for about half a century and 
then there would come another upheaval 
of the earth’s surface. Government ex- 
perts expressed no surprise when the 
news came of the destruction of St. 
Pierre. One of these, in explaining the 
destruction of the Martinique town, said: 

“Since the days when the belief was 
held that there lived under the earth a 
big catfish, whose chief function was to 
swallow wholesale the inhabitants of 
sections of the globe, superstition with 
respect to seismic disturbances has been 
reduced to more reasonable theories, the 
more important being that earthquakes 
are the result of spasmodic acceleration of 
the secular folding of rocks and masse;3, 
having their centrum at the mouths of 
large rivers, where prodigious quantities 
of silt are deposited, and to volcanic ex- 
plosions. The former cause produces the 
more disastrous earthquake, is far- 
reaching in its effect, and therefore is re- 
garded of more scientific importance. Ac- 
cording.to this theory, regions near water 
basins at the foot of long sloping terri- 


| tory are p@uliarly susceptible to sub- 


terranean explosion, in view of the 
natural overload of sediment whieh is 
being continually dumped therein. There 
are few lands more exposed to the danger 
of this natura] evil than the West [India 
islands, including Martinique, as the sur- 
rounding waters are the dumping grogind 
for the sediment washed down the Mis- 
sissippi and Ohio rivers, together with 
other bodies of water flowing into the 
gulf from other directions. 

“Other places known to geologists as 
susceptible to earthquakes from this 
cause are the lands near the mouth of 
the Po, where other rivers empty great 
deposits of silt; the bay of Bengal, which 
is the receptacle for the washing of the 
Ganges and other rivers; the Yellow sea, 
into which deposits are made from the 
Yangtse, and the mouth of the Amazon. 
Perhaps the territory near the Missis- 
sippi river and the Yellow sea is most 
liable to earthquakes from overloading. 
From scientific observations it is learned 
that a large majority of earthquakes are 
results of this cause, while only a few 
are caused by volcanic explosion.” 

In the absence, therefore, of definite 
information to show the exact cause of 
the earthquake at Martinique, experts 
here incline to the theory of overloadin 
There is, however, no question that th 
last serious earthquake on Martinique, 
that which occurred in 1851, was a result 
of the eruption of Mont Pelee, and the 
newspaper reports seem to indicate that 
this one is similar to that.

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FRUIT GROWERS 
MEET IN MACON 


Action Taken To Reduce Losses 
fo the Misimum, 


Wnreliable Fruit Commission Houses 
in the Large Distributing Cen- 
ters Are Dropped—Crop Is 
~ QOne-Third Less Than 
a Last Year.

Macon, Ga., May 15.—(Special)—At the 
convention of the Georgia Peach Grow- 
ers’ Association, held at Macon today, 
mction was taken which, it is expected, 
will reduce to a minimum the losses of 
the commercial] orchardists from unre- 
Mable fruit commission houses in the 
large distributing centers of the country. 
This action at the same time so regulates 
the distribution of Georgia’s luscious 
peaches that ruinous gluts in any particu- 
lar market will be out of the question. 
Not only this, but it is hoped that the 
Browers will so poo] their interests in 
marketing their commodity that even- 
tually such cooperation will establish 
Stable and (to the -producer) satisfactory 
prices. 

The attendance at the convention was 
fairly representative of the various peach 
belts of the state, alflrough the work in 
band was left entirely to the committee on 
marketing and distribution, composed of 
D. M. Hughes, chairman, Danville; 
George F. Gober, Marietta; J. H. Wil- 
liams, Sylvester; Louis Berckmans, 
Augusta; Frank Summerour, Dalton; H. 
A. Matthews, Fort Valley, and F. W. 
Hazlehurst, Macon. This committee met 
Wednesday night at the Hotel Lanier, 
and after a late session reported to the 
convention at 8 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Its report dealt exclusively With the se- 
lection of a list of commission houses in 
the various car lot distributing centers, 
which were recommended by the experi- 
ence of the growers fhemselves as re. 
liable. Points regarded as not capable of 
receiving car lots were omitted entirely 
from the list, which included New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago, Buffalo, 
Pittsburg, Baltimore, Milwaukee, Cip- 
cinnati, New Orleans, Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Ohio; Indianapolis, Louisville, Al- 
bany, N. Y.; Montreal and Toronto, Can.; 
Dayton, Ohio; Utica, N. Y.; Worcester, 
Mass.; Toledo, Ohio; Syracuse, N. Y.; 
Scranton, Pa.; Peoria, Ills., and Provi- 
dence, R. I. 

Loal conditions and not population 
govern the capacity of a city to satis- 
factorily handle car lot shipments. For 
inetance, Atlanta and Nashville are con- 
siderably larger than some of the last 
grentioned cities, but the great volume of 
express shipments consigned by small 
growers to these southern cities is said 
to preclude safe car load marketing. The 
list as adopted is considerably abridged, 
ft being intended to add other names from 
time to time as they are nominated by 
the growers For instance, New York 
was given but sixteen commission 
houses, Philadelphia thirteen, Boston 
nine, Chicago eight and so forth. Some 
of the other large cities of the north 
were given but two or three firms. 

Obligation of the Growers. 

The growers obligate themselves to con- 
sign no cars to any commission house 
not designated by the marketing commit- 
tee, although the right is reserved to sell 
on track at shipping point independent 
of the organization's list. The favored 
ccmmission houses, cn their part. obligate 
the growers, especially with a view to 
themselves to cooperate as fully ag 
possible for the best interest of 
preventing slumps. However, there will 
be no organized distribution of the crop, 
and growers will simply have @ use their 
best individual efforts to avoid glutting 
any market. It is believed this can be 
regulated by telegraphic reports and di- 
verting cars en route. 

In the discussion which followed the 
reading of the committee’s report it was 
trade plain that the idea was not to omit 
@ry good commission house in the cities 
designated from the list, but they will 
be given an opportunity to be added 
leter. It is not, apparent'y, the intention 
to. limit the handlers in any market. -In 
adopting the partial list it was not 
rreant, by the remotest. implication, to 
turn down, black list or impugn the good 
mame of any fruit commission house un- 
represenied in the selection. Many others 
will be added, but houses that havg 1@4d 
ungatisfactory dealings with Georgia 
peach shippers in the past will have a 
hard time getting their ‘‘name written 
there.’’ 

After the convention had been called to 
order by President Dudley M. Hughes, 
with F. W. Hazlehurst servin gas sec- 
retary, the report of the committee was 
read and unanimously adopted, in toto. 
A number of the members made brief re- 
marks, but the consideration of the re- 
port engendered no discussion. 

Funds were raised to defray the ex- 
pense of carrying out the reform propa- 
ganda, after which a number or growers 
made reports on the condition of the 
peach crop in their particular neighbor- 
hood. Those thus reporting were Mr. 
Frazier, Gordon; Mr. Lawrence, Thun- 
der; John T. West, Pomona; W. B. Broad- 
field, Nona; Fred Oresser, Kewanee; Mr. 
Coleman, Culverton; Colonel Stubbs, Dub- 
lin; John Kellor, Fort Valley; Mr. ka- 
mondston, Batonton; Mr. Stafford, 
Barnesville; Mr. Summerour, Dalton; Mr. 
Willis, Walden, and Mr. Berckmans, Au- 
gusta. a

year—fully oné-third less than last year, 
when but about half a crop was marketed.

DOINGS IN COURTS AT MACON. 
Several Defendants Are Sentenced in 
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ANOTHER MILL IN GRIFFIN 


The One Organized Theré Yesterday 
Makes the Fifth. 


CAPITAL STOCK IS $200,000 


This Is but One of Several Enter- 
prises Being Planned for 
That City. 


Griffin, Ga, May 15.—(Special.)—The 
Boyd-Mangham Manufacturing Company 
was organized in this city today by elect- 
ing the following officers: 

President, Douglas Boyd; vice presi- 
dent, J. A. Sasser; secretary and treas- 
urer, J. J. Mangham. 

The company has a capital stotk of 
$200,000 and will put up a 10,000 spindle 
cotton mill as soon as the work can be 
done, making five large cotton factories 
for Griffin. 

President Boyd, in speaking of the en- 
terprise this afterripon, said: 

“We have had our charter for several 
days, but on account of other important 
businegs matters were unable to have a 
stockholders’ meeting for the purpcse of 
organizing until today. We will com- 
menfice work on our mill at once and rush 
it to completion as soon as possible, and 
hope to have the plant running in time 
for the next cotton crop. 

“Our company is capitalized at $200,000 
and we will operate 10,000 spindles, mak- 
ing a higher grade of cloth than has 
been manufactured in Griffin so far. We 
have not fully decided where we will lo- 
cate the mill, but it is more than proba- 
ble that we will build on the property 
of the Spalding mills.”’ 

Griffin is on a substantial boom just 
now and several manufacturing enter- 
prises will be located here in the near 
future. A cotton oil refining mill is an 
assured fact, the knitting mills will move 
into the city, build a large fire-proof 
plant and double its capacity, thus turn- 
ing out daily 200 dozen men’s underwear 
garments. A roller flour mill, with a ca- 
pacity of 200 barfels per day, will more 
than probably come here; and several 
smaller plants are seeking this territory, 
while all are being liberally subscribed 
to by local capitalists. 


Montgomery City Court. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 15.—(Special ) 
The supreme court today affirmed a de- 
cision of the city court of Montgomery 
setting aside as void the ordinance under 
which all the elaborate street improve- 
ments of the last few years have been 
made, 

The cost was assessed against the abut- 
ting property by the front foot without 
regagd to the resulting benefit to the 
property. The lower court held that this 
was not only in violation of the charter 
but of the constitution of the United 
States. The supreme court says the 
conflict with the charter is sufficient 
and declined to go into the question of 
constitutionality.

STUDENT FIRE 
FROM COLLEGE 


Emory Faculty Unanimous i 
Expulsion of Alderman, 


It Is Asserted That His Attempt To 
Kill Professor Brown Was Pre- 
meditated — Students and 
All Others Say Teacher 
Was Right. 


Emory College, Oxford, Ga., May 15.— 
(Special.)—Dozier Aiderman, the student 
of the sub-freshman department, who 
yesterday attempted to shoot Professor 
F. Clyde Brown, was expelled by the 
faculty yesterday afternoon. 

This morning in chapel the expulsion of 
Alderman was publicly announced by Dr. 
John F. Bonnell, head of the department 
of physics and chemistry, who is the act- 
ing ¢xecutive in the absence of President 
Charles FE. Dowman, who is attending 
the general conferénce of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, in Dallas. In 
announcing the expulsion, Dr. Bonnell 
Stated that the action of the faculty was 
unanimous. 

Immediately after the attempted shoot- 
ing, Alderman hired a buggy from 4 Nne- 
gro and rode to Conyers, 10 miles distant 
from Oxford, where he caught the night 
train for Augusta. A strong effort was 
made by the city authorities to have Pro- 
fessor Brown take out a warrant for Al- 
derman. Judge Capers Dickson, of the 
county court of Newton county, who 1s 
aleo dean of the law department of Kmory 
college, also urged frotessor brown (to 
have a warrant issued for Alderman, bu? 
Professor Brown refused, as he wished 
the affair given as little prominence as 


possible. 

Alderman is the son of a wealthy cat- 
tle dealer of Fort Pierce, Fla. This was 
his first year at college. The feeling 
ugainst Alderman among the students 
is very strong. He is umniversaly con- 


demnet. He has a brother in school, and 
it is understood that before he went into 
the class room Aledrman put his pistol 
in his pocket and told his brother that 
if Professor Borwn said anything to aim 
about neglecting his work he would kill 
him. It seems that he was expecting 4 
reprimand and was prepared to resent it 
when he was called to the front of the 
class room by Professor Brown. 
Students Uphold Professor. 


Professor Brown 1s one of the most 
popular members’ of the faculty and’ this 
fact adds to the contiemnation which the 
students express of Alderman’s act. Not 
one student in college has been heard to 
sympathize with him. Even his brother 
refuses to make a statement concerning 
the affair. He is younger than Alderman 
and is quite popular in college. 

The conduct of Professor Brown at the 
time of the affair has elicited praise from 
every one. He was quite cool and seem- 
ed not in the least excited about it. As 
he is a powerful man physically it was 
with the greatest ease that he took the 
pistol from Alderman. When he had‘done 
this he merely showed him the door. Al- 
derman at once left the room. 

The students, on the other hand, became 
greatly excited and it was with difficulty 
that Professor Brown prevented a stam- 
pede. One student sought refuge in 2 
desk, from which it was hard to get him 
out after Alderman left the yar Man 
members of the upper classes are | 'g- 
ing in a great deal of pleasantry at the 
expense of the sub-freshmen On account 
of their action, but, as might be expect- 
ed, very few of them will admit having 
been frightened in the least.

SMALLPOX SCARE SUBSIDES. 


Prompt Action in Dalton Quiets All 
Alarm There. 

Dalton, Ga., May 15.—(Special.)—The 
smallpox scare which has prevailed in 
Dalton for several days is somewhat 
abated now and the people are over their 
scare. 

The alarm was caused by the appear- 
ance of a negro who came here from 
Chattanooga with the smallpox, and ft 
was feared he had mingled among the 
people, which would cause the spread of 
the disease.

steps in assisting the officers of the 
law in ferreting out the guilty parties. 
According to the last report the Rou- 
manian and his wife were still alive and 
it is belleved they will recover. Thus 
far the Roumanian government has not 
taken. steps to investigate the affair.

FRANCHISE FIGHT 
AN JACKSONVILLE 


Street Railway People Also Want To 
Control Lights. 


THE NEW STATE PRIMARY LAW 


Under Its Provisions No Democrat 
Who Has Ever Voted for an In- 
dependent Candidate Can 
Legally Cast Ballot — 

This Year. 


Jacksonville, Fila., May 15.—(Special)— 
A matter of a good deal of moment to 
the taxpayers and citizens of this city 
is the attempt the purchasers of the 
Jacksonville street railways are making 
to control the lighting of the city. 

The Plant system, something over a 
year ago, bought the Main street line, 
and in so doing gained contro! of all of 
the street railways cf the city. Since the 
death of Mr. Plant and the failure of his 
will to hold together his vast property 
Interests, the trustees have been getting 
rid of one thing after another. 

The sale of the street railway system 
of Jacksonville was made some weeks 
ago, but is just announced. The new 
Owners are Stone and Webster, of Bos- 
ton, who already control the railway sys- 
tems and lighting systems of Tampa in 
this state, Savannah and Columbus in 
Georgta and El Paso and Houston in 
Texas. : 

There was a long and hot fight In 
Tampa, that has but recently terminated, 
over the control of the lighting of the 
city, and now the city council of Jack- 
sonville is asked to pass an ordinance 
for consolidating the franchises of the 
railways and the Jacksonville Electric 
Light Ccmpany. The ordinance is bitter- 
ly opposed, as far as the electric light 
company is concerned, by the board “of 
bond trustees, whese chairman, B. F. 
Dillon, states that the users of the city 
electric light are now paying 7 cents, 
where in other cities consumers have to 
pay 10 to 15 cents for the same amount 
of light, and that if the competing com- 
pany should be allowed to operate its 
Plant it would take business away from 
the city plant and would result in raising 
rates from 50 to 100 per cent. The city 
now has the monopoly of the business. 
The city attorney gave it as his opinion 
that the passage of the ordinance would 
injure the city. The matter is under ad- 
visement. 

The New Primary Plan. 

The campaign committee of the state 
democratic executive committee was in 
session in this city yesterday to consider 
various matters that have arisen in con- 
nection with the new primary pian, and 
particuleyrly as to the interpretation of 
the call issued on April 15 by the state 
executive committee. 

Various of the county committees seem 
to find its language ambiguous in some 
paragraphs, and decidedly obnoxious in 
others not ambiguous. *As a consequence 
letters of inquiry, of protest, of objection 
have beén pouring into the mail of the 
campaign committee. Of the campaign 
cCmmittee Chairman ‘Arthur T. Williams, 
F. J. Fearnside, of Putnam county; W. 
L. Palmer, of Orange county; J. D. Cal- 
loway, of Columbia county, and J. M. 
Barrs, of Duval county, were present yes- 
terday. The remaining two were repre- 
sented by proxies. 

An effort was made in the committee 
meeting to have the executive committee 
meet a second time to notify some of tif 
rulings of the’ call, ar to pass in the com- 
mittee a resolution permitting more 
laxity in the interpretation of the quali- 
fications laid down in the call cs neces- 
sary before one can become a. voter or 
candidate in Florida’s first primary elec- 
tion. Both efforts failed, and no demo- 
crat who erred in the past, even so far as 
to vote for one independent candidate, 
can legally vote this year He must have 
voted the straight ticket from president 
down, or the Florida democracy will have 
none of him.

The furnaces in blast in Alabgmd are 
making a large quantity of-iron, but the 
demand is very heavy. Orders are still 
coming in at a lively rate notwithstand- 
ing the increasing price.

IN UPSON COUNTY,GEORGIA 


Among the many interesting trips made 
in Alabama and other states during my 
six years’ work in the south, I am gure 
there is none that will make a more last- 
ing and favorable impression upon me 
than the one made to Topeka Junction, 
Ga., on last Saturday. 

I might say first that I was especially 
pleased to note the splendid agricultural 
possibilities of the soil, which may well 
be termed the rich red lands, peculiarly 
adapted to the growing of nearly all kinds 
of fruits and vegetables which thrive in 
the subtropics. I might say, too, that 
it is almost or quite in the heart of the 
great peach-growing belt of the south, 
and it is indeed refreshing to see the 
large number of well-kept orchards.

CAUSES SUIT 


Mrs, Mamie Polok Sues 
Electric Railway Company 
for $5,000, 


CLAIMS FRONT END OF CAR

Mrs Polok 
says that her whole nervous system 
seems to have given away and that 
she has grown steadily worse, until her 
condition {s now alarming. 

The petition states that Mrs. Polok 
boarded a car at the corner of Mitchell 
and Haynes streets on April 21 and that 
there were three other ladies on the car. 
It is alleged that just as she took her 
seat and the conductor rang the motor- 
man ahead, the entire front-end of the 
car was enveloped in flames. It is stated 
that Mrs. Polok, crazed with fear and 
greatly excited, instantly left her seat 
and would have run into the flames had 
she not been caught by the conductor, 
who managed to get her and the three 
other ladies out of the rear door. 

It is stated that one of the ladies faint- 
ed and was placeg on the sidewalk, 
where she was givén immediate atten- 
tion. Mrs. Polok says that she left im- 
mediately for her home, so badly fright- 
ened that she was not-herself mentally 
and was completely exhausted. She 
states that she can sleep but little at 
night and none during the day; that fre- 
quently when she drops off to sleep, it 
is momentary, as she dreams she is 
about to be burned up and suddenly 
awakes. | 

She states that she does not know the 
cause of the trouble, but claims it wags 
due to negligence. Attorney R. J. Jordan 
filed the suit. 

Homicide Case Before Jury. 

The case of °C. G. Eubanks and his 
wife, Mrs. Mary Eubanks, against the 
Southern railway company for the kill- 
ing of their 5-year-old son, David, went 
to trial yesterday morning before Judge 
H. M. Reid !n the first division of the 
city court. 

The amount involved in the suit is 
$4,000. Two suits were originally insti- 
tuted, one by the father for $2,000 and 
one by the mother for a similar amount, 
but both. have -beén ‘consolidated and 
are being tried aS one case.

Attorney Brooks Appears Before Prison 
Board for Dolly Pritchett. 


HER MOTHER WAS PRESENT 


Board Is Expected To Render a De- 
cision in the Case in the Course 
of the Next Week or 
Ten Days. 


The second appeal for pardon for Dolly 
Pritchett was made to the prison com- 
mission yesterday afternoon.

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BOBBY WALTHOUR, 


The Atlanta Champion, Who Rode Rings Around Nat Butler, of 
Boston, at the Coliseum Last Night. 
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Before an Audience of 6,000 People the Atlanta 
Champion Last Night Demonstrated His Su- 
periority Over Butler. 


Bobby .Walthour last night demonstrated 
his superiority as a bicycle rider over Nat 
Butler in two fastly ridden heats at the 


Coliseum. track. The work of both men 


came in for a deal of commendation from 
the. audience, and Butler at the finish 
was as heartily cheered for his game 
work as was Walthour for his fast and 
scientific riding. Both men were laboring 
under a handicap on the improvised 
wooded track, it being much shorter and 
sharper than the courses upon which they 
are accustomed to ride. 
Neat Sum for Library. 

The race was arranged for the benefit 
of the children’s department of the Car- 
negie library, and quite a neat sum of 
money will be turned over to the trustees 


today -by Manager Prince. Manager 


Prince stated last night that it would be 


impossible to tell before this morning the 
sum the library is entitled to. 
Fully 6,000 persons witnessed the con- 
test, and but little favoritism was shown 
throughout the races, though Walthour 
for his pretty work came in for the lion's 
share of the applause. Butler, however, 
was encouraged at every turn, his game 
tenacity in sticking to the race after 
several times losing’ his pace winning 
the sympathy of those in attendance. 
The first race was for three miles, and 
Walthour won in 4:47, an average of 
1:35 2-5. Considering that the Coliseum 
track involves ten laps to the mjkK, and 
that its curves are sharp and ore ‘ab- 
rupt than both riders have/ ordinarily 
been accustomed to, this is fonsidered as 
record time, though faster’ averages have 
been made on the Charles river park, 
Boston, track, and other cement courscs 
of the country. 

Lost His Pace Twice. 

In the secord heat, a race of ten miles, 
Walthour led Butler by four laps and 
came over the start with a reeord of 17:27. 
The siowness of this race was due to the 
fact that Butler twice lost his pace, ana 
through a misunderstanding Walthour 
Slackened up on the seventh lap of the 
eighth mile, thinking that the tenth mile 
had been passed. When the mistake was 
made clear to him he speeded up, gaining 
nearly a full lap upon Butler before the 
heat was concluded. 

The race was not without its close 
cals, Walthour twice narrowly missing 
the fate of Archie McBPachern, whoa was 
killed the other day in a collision with 
his paca During the first heat. while 
the riders were on the fifth lap of the 
first mile, the front tire of Walthour’s 
antiquated machine exploded. At the 
time he was close behind Lawson. who 
paced him through the heats, his front 
wheel almost touching the hind wheel 
of the motor. Above the churning of 
the motors the explosion was plainly 
audible and many looked to see a scr. 
ous accident to the @#wift little rider. 
Walthour, however, by a dexterous turn 
of his wheel, managed to clear the track 
and fell upon the tanbark in the center 
of the arena. He was hastened into 
the dressing room, where it was found 
that he had escaped without injury, save 
for a few scratches on his right leg. 
The accident in no way deterred him 
from his determination to win, and a 
new front wheel was substituted for the 
old one. 

Furious Pace at Start. 

Some little delay was experienced in 
starting \the first@ lap, but finally the 
riders were gotten off at 9:38. cheered on 
by a lively air by the Fifth Regiment 
band, which was stationed in the center 
of the arena, and a chorus of encour- 
aging shouts from the audience. 

At the sound of Starter Prince's pisto! 
béth riders stood even across the track. 
| Butler havirgy half a lap to the good. 
The pace set at the start was furious 
and both riders held to their motors in 
good shape. It was easily seen, however. 
that Walthour was riding the more 
steady and certain. He held to Lawson’s

cision that seemed to make the rider 
and the pacer moving on one machine. 
All through the race, until the tire of 
Walthour@ wheel exploded, this even- 
ness of pace was noticeable, while Butler 
seemed unable to hold with Burroughs 
in anything like a confident manner. 

The second start was made with both 
men running fast and keeping good pace 
with their leaders. In the second mile 
Lawson opened up his motor at a signal 
from Walthour. He had been holding 
about even with Butler up to this time, 
but when the spurt was made the effect 
was noticeable in a lap. Walthour work- 
ed steadily up to Butler, holding his 
pace in perfect time. Butler rode high 
in an effort to make the turns easily, 
but Walthour on the seventh lap of the 
score mile passed him amid a great ova- 
tion from the audience. From then on 
the first heat was easily Walthour’s and 
he crossed the mark in 4:47, with Butler 
two laps even behind. 

Walthour Gains Rapidly. 

The second theat, a race of 10 miles, was 
begun after both riders having followed 
their motors nearly a mile ‘before an even 
start could be made. Wiithour opened 
the pace at the start, and Butler, as in 
the first heat, seemed unable to hold his 
pace. Walthour gained rapidly and for 
several laps in the second mile the fiders 
held close,together, Butler retaining a 
slight lead with Walthour crowding him 
for place at the curves. On the third mile 
Butler again lost his pace. Butler sum- 
moned up ‘the gameness for which both 
races marked him and rode for all that 
was inthim. In this race Walthour again 
demonstrated more scientific pace follow- 
ing, the fore wheel never once varying 
with the rear of Lawson’s motor, though 
the pace was increased several times 
during the lap. On the eighth lap of ‘tthe 
sixth mile Butler again lost his pace. The 
spectators were somewhat at a loss to 
understand a distress signal from Bur- 
roughs on the ninth lap, and Starter 
Prince’s responding pistol shot, stopping 
the race. Burroughs attributed the trou- 
ble to the exhaustion of the gasoline in 
his. motor, and after it was refilled the 
race was resumed from ‘the point record- 
€d at the time of Burroughs’ signal, the 
score then standing: Waklthour, 6 miles 9 
laps; Butler, 6 miles, 5 laps. 

When the race was resumed Walthouwr 
again set a fast pace which Butler seemed 
unable to hold. Butler once more lost his 
pace and seemed inclined ‘to give the race 
up. Regaining his nerve after Walthour 
had gained another hap upon him, Butler 
reduced Walthour'’s lead by nearly half 
a_lap in the eighth mile, but esain lost 
4t. The finish was tame, Walthoug win- 
ning by 6 laps. Time, 17:27. 

“T Jost the race,” said Butler in the 
dressing room, “because I could not «ac- 
custom myself to Ahe. short track. I have 
been used to riding a half and quarter- 
mile tracks, while Walthour has had ex- 
perience on 9 and 10-lap tracks. I did 
my best. however, and lost because I could 
not hold my pace on “the curves.”’

TO SOLDIERS AND 


Fifty Thousand People Witness Dedi- 
~ cation of Monument. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 15.—Impressive 
ceremonies and an assemblage of more 
than 50,000 people made notable the. dedi- 
cation of the Indiana state soldiers and 
sailors’ monument at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing, the corner stone of which was laid 
in 1889 in the presence of Benjamin Harri- 
son and his cabinet. The monument 
stands in the center of Monument place, 
in the heart of Indfanapolis. It cost 
$598,318. 

John W. Foster, of Washington, D. C., 
former secretary of state, delivered the 
oration of the day. 

General Lew Wallace, author of “Ben 
Hur,’’ presided at the ceremonies and de. 
livered a short address. Gustavius V. 
Menzies. of Mount Vernon, on the part of 
the board of control of the monumem, 
delivered it to the state, and Governor 
W. T. Durbin made a speech of accept- 
ance. James Whitcomb Riley read a 
poem written for the occasion, entitled 
“The Soldier.” 

The dedicatory ritualistic service was 
conducted by the department of Indiana, 
Grand Army of the Republic, .which {s 
holding its annual encampment here this 
werk. 

Following the dedication there was a 
general parade of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and military organizations, the 
escort being the governor and etaff and 
national guard. 


MIX MUST PAY 
OR CATCH HOLT 

President Veloes ill for the 
Relief of the Georgian, 


Bases His Action on Letter from 
Leaken, Who Says That Holt 
Is Living in Mexico—The 
Text of the Veto 
Message.

Washington, May 15.—The president to- 
day sent the following veto message to 
the house: 

“I return without approval House Bill 
No. 4446, entitled, ‘An Act for the Relief 
of Harry C. Mix.’ ee 

‘The atitormey general writes me as fol- 
lows concerning this bill: 

“‘A FEF. Holt was postmaster at Val- 
dosta, Ga.. and as such became a de- 
fauiter to the government. Suit was 
brought on tis official bond, and the 
amount was fimailly recovered, Criminal 
proceedings were also commenced against 
him and he gave bond for this appearance 
at court, with Harry C. Mix as surety 
thereon. The defendant failed to ap- 
pear, and forfeiture was taken.’ 


What Leaken Says. 


“Assistant Attorney William R. Leak- 
en represented the government in the 
proceedings to enforce the collection of 
the bond so given. The papers relative 
to said case were referred to Mr. Leaken 
January 12, 1901. In reply Mr. Leaken 
said: 

“‘*T do not think this is a case where 
the proceedings ought to be discontinued. 
I do not know the thistory of the case 
prior to my appointment tas assistant 
United States attorney. but as soon as 
the matter was placed in my hands it 
was called up, both for judgment on 
the bond in ‘th® civil case at Macon, Ga., 
and upon the criminal bond at Savan- 
nah. One after another excuse was made 
by counsel for Mr. Mix, the surety on 
the criminal bond. * * * 

*“*T have moved on three different occa- 
sions for a rule absolute against Mr. 
Mix, but Mr. Stroheécker, his counsel, haz 
succeeded in postponing the matter. The 
case was set for final disposition on the 
5th of this month, ‘but again deferred at 
the request of, Mr. Strohecker. I inclose 
a letter from Mr. Strohecker which, to 
my mind, shows that the judgment should 
be taken up escire facias.’ 

“Mr. Strohecker was attorney for the 
defendant, Holt, and in his letter, dated 
March 21, 1899, ‘to the assistant attorney, 


fd: 

“"Please find out as soon as possible 
whether or not the nol pros can be ob- 
tained in the Holt case. If it can be, I 
am pretty sure the money due the gov- 
ernment on the defalcation can be ob- 
tained, and we can produce. the man; we 
will have him present any way, but no 
money will be paid on that claim unless 
a nol pros is entered. 


Man Didn’t Die. 


“‘T have found the man. He did not 
die, as we thought, but recovered, and 
I am ip communication with him. : 

* ‘Could it be arranged so that the 
mol pros could be entered at Macon 
during this term of court? If it can be, 
please use your efforts to have it so done. 
Mr. Erwin being disqualified, of course, 
it will require your presence here. I 
will speak to the judge concerning the 
nol pros and payment.’ 

“The defendant, Holt, it seems, went 
to Mexico and has never been tried. It 
is alleged that at one time Mr. Holt, the 
defendant, was about to be present at 
a term of court, when a deputy marshal 
said to him that the case would not be 
up at this term of court, and it would 
therefore not be necessary for him, the 
defendant, to be present. Of course, the 
deputy marshal was not authorized to 
excuse Mr. Holt from attendance as 
required by his bond. 

“It seems useless to require persons 
Aharged with crime to give bond for their 
appearance in court if they can remain 
away and the sureties on their bonds be 
relieved from liability. To give relief in 
this particular case seems to be but to 
set a bad example. 

“In view of tone statements above set 
forth, 1 am constrained to withhold my 
approval of the Dill.

BROOKS DIED BY OWN HANDS. 


That Is the Theory of Counsel for 
Burns Girl. 

New York, May 15.—At the coroner’s 
investigation today in the shooting of 
Walter §8. Brooks in the Glen Island 
hotel on February 14 last. Foster L. 
Backus, counsel for Plorence Burns, re- 
quested T. 8S. Wells, who was Brooks’ 
partner, to explain some labels used by 
Brooks in his business of a milk com- 
pany. Coroner Brown asked what he in- 
tended to prove by his line of ques- 
tioning. ' 

“FP intend to show,” Mr. Backus re- 
plied, ‘‘that these labels were put on 
tins of rotten milk; that the heal&) au- 
thorities interfered; that Brooks turned 
state’s evidence in five cases and saved 
himself, but that as 4 result his busi- 
ness was ruined and that he had to post- 
pone his marriage. I shall prove this 
by Brooks’ letters to Florence Burts 
and by reputable witnesses.’’ 

Counsel’s purpose, he said, was to 
show that Brooks went to the hotel 
practically ruined and intended to com- 
mit suicide. 

Witness could not explain the iabels. 

Joseph Wilson, at present an inmate 
of Elmira reformatory, testified that 
Miss Burns told him she loved Browks; 
that she had heard he was running after 
another girl and that if he threw her 
over he( Williams) would suffer for it. 

Several witnesses repeated testimony 
given by them before Justice Mayer and 
the hearing went over until tomorrow, 
when Ruth Dunn is to be called. 


McDONNELL FOR ARCHBISHOP. 


He Will Probably Succeed the Late 
'. Prelate Corrigan. 


Rome, May 15.—There are persistent re- 
ports at the vatican that Bishop Charles 
McDonnell, of Brooklyn, N. Y., is likely 
to be the successor of the late Archbishop 
Corrigan, of the archdiocese of New York.

BLOOD DYES THE HANDS 


OF THE REPUBLICANS 
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SENATOR McLAURIN, OF MISSISSIPPI, 
Who Opposes the Enactment of Pending Philippine Bill. 
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Senator McLaurin, of Mississippi, Charges Adminis- 
tration With Responsibility for Philippine Outs 
rages-=He Questions Sovereignty.

Washington, May 15.—(Special.)—Sena- 
tor McLaur§n, of Mississippi, made the 
chief speech on the Philippine question 
in the senate today. He argued strongly 
against the enactment of the pending bill 
and particularly against the republican 
policy toward the island. 

An effort was made early in the day 
to reach an agreement as td the time for 
a vote, but no agreement was made, as a 
number of speeches are scheduled ahead 
and some of them are calculated to bring 
new features into the debate. Among 
those who have given notice of an inten- 
tion to speak are Senators Bacon, Hoar 
and Spooner. All three of these speeches 
are looked forward to with much interest. 

There is some sparring for position go- 
ing on which adds zest to the situation. 
Senator Spooner has been ready to speak 
for some days, but, as he is expected to 
fire the big gun for the administration, 
the republican leaders want him to speak 
after Senators Hoar and Bacon. 

On the other hand, senators opposed to 
the administration want Spooner to speak 
first. 

Mr. Lodge sought to have a date fixed 
for a vote on the Philippine government 
bill or to have the discussion continued 
witnout interruption. 

Mr. Dubois did not believe there was 
any intention to obstruct the bill. Mr. 
Hale, of Maine, expressed a similar opin- 
ion. 

Mr. Cockrell, of Missouri, said there was 
no purpose on the democratic side to de- 
lay a vote. 

McLaurin on Philippines. 

Mr. Lodge, having expressed himself 
as satisfied with the explanation of the 
situation, Mr. McLaurin, of Mississippi, 
addressed the senate in opposition to 
the bill. He discussed some of the crit- 
icisms made of the minority senators 
because of their attack on the army 
and because of “‘their slanders upon the 
army.’ He pointed out that the presi- 
dent and secretary of war had issued or- 
ders to prevent the practice of cruelty 
and torture by the American army in the 
Philippines. In so doing he thought they 
had been quite as guilty of slandering 
the army as had the minority senators 
in their efforts to get at tBe facts in the 
Philippines. 

Mr. Beveridge inquired: ‘Do you dis- 
avow that you are championing the case 
of the Philippine Irsurgents? Are you 
with then or are you not?’ 

The Mississippi senator replied that he 
could best answer the question by quoting 


. 


from his speech of April 22 on the Phil- 
ippine tariff bill, when he said: 

“‘As long as there is a fight between the 
United States and the Filipinos my loy- 
alty is to the United States and my sym- 
pathies are with the Americans, regard- 
Ises of the causes with produce tne 
strife.’’ 

Mr. McLaurin declared that whatever 
outrages had been commited in the Phil- 
ippines by the Filipinos or by the Ameri- 
cans, the policy of the repuwilican party 
and itS imperialistic tendences were re- 
sponsible for those outrages and cruelties 


. and infamies. 


Assuming, he declared, that every out- 
rage committe] Oy the American troops 
in the Philippines was absolutely neces- 
sary in the situation, it was certainly 
true that ‘“‘that ls a parg cf the Philippime 
policy of the government, a part or the 
imperialistic policy Tor whicn tne repudb- 
jican party is responsible.’”’ 

He urged a full and complete investi- 
gation of the Philippine situation, 


American Sovereignty Questioned. 


Mr. McLauran then questioned the sov- 
ereignty of the United States over the 
Philippines on novel grounds. He said 
the law provided that a person could not 
purchase a law euit. He held, tnerefore, 
that in all reason, justice and conscience, 
we could not acquire either by purchase 
or by treaty a territory whose inhabitants 
were in revolution—and successful revolu- 
tion—against their then recognized sover- 
eignty. 

“In purchasing the Philippines,” he de- 
clared, ‘‘we purcnased no right of crimi- 
nal aggression.”’ 

Mr. Spooner contended that the United 
States had acquired a perfect title to the 
Philippines ‘by the Paris treaty. 

‘Did we have that pertect title on Feb- 
ruary 4, 1899,,-when our trouble began 
with the Filipinos?’ inquired Mr. Mc- 
Laurin. 

“We had the right,” responded Mr. 
Spooner, ‘‘to whip any troops that at- 
tacked our forces anywhere under God's 
heaven.”’ 

He gaid, however, that the United 
States’ title to the Philippines was not 
perfect at that time. Among the tnings 
which Mr. McLaurin declared the repub- 
lican party would have to answer for at 
the congressional elections next fall were 
the voracity of the beef trust made possi- 
ble by republfcan legislaticy, the appro- 
priation of millions of dollars in ship subD- 
sidies and the refusal to enact a perma- 
nent Chinese exclusion law, erracting in- 
stead a “temporary makesnift.’’ 

Mr. McLaurin, maintained that it would 
be to the credit and to the honor of the 
republican party to abandon ‘“‘the abhor- 
rent, the damnable policy noW being pur- 
sued in the Philippines.’’ 

The senate at 6:15 adjourned.

Washington, May 15.—(Spectal.)—The 
house took a hand at discussion of the 
Philippine situation today, members tak- 
ing advantage of the latitude allowed on 
an appropriation bill today to discuss the 
question in which the country is mani- 
festing a livelier interest than. in the ap- 
propriation of money for the navy. 

One of.the star speeches of the session 
was that of Mr. Wheeler, of Kentucky, 
in defense of the democratic attitude 
Mr. Wheeler replied particularly >to 
charges of Mr. Hepburn and others that 
the democrats are criticising the whole 
army. The eloquent Kentuckian repu- 
diated these charges, alleging that the 
democrats are as earnest in their support 
of the auilas the republicans, but that 
they were opposed to a policy of.conceal- 
ment and of whitewashing the Smiths and 
Wailers and the men résponsible for their 
acts, 

Mr. Wheeler showed that the responsi- 
bility for the policy, which reflects dis- 
honor on the American army and the 
American flag, is clearly with the repub- 
lican administration and not with those 
who call for the punishment of men 
guilty of inhuman brutality. His speech 
was pitched upon a Ligh plane and called 
forth much enthusiagem on the part of his 
democratic colleagues. 

Thus far the subject of alleged atroci- 
ties in the islands has engaged the at- 
tention of the senate alone, and only oc- 
casional echoes have been heard in the 
house. But today the reports of cruelty 
and outrage were rzhearsed in the house 
with the same vehemence and bitterness 
that has at times characterized the dis- 
cussion in the senate. 

A speech by Mr. Vandiver, of Mis- 
souri, reciting instances of alleged out- 
rage, brought on the discussion, whith 
at times developed into a wordy warfare 
acrors the aisle separating the two sides 
of the chamber. Personalities and re- 
criminations were freely passed about. 

Killing Women and Babes. 

Mr. Vandifer sent to the desk and had 
read a statement appearing in The Iria 
World, signed by Corporal Richard 
O’Brien, company M, Twenty-sixth volun- 
teers, giving alleged details of atrocities 
in the Philippines, the killing of native 
women and babes under circumstances of 
unusual cruelty, including the alle use 
of dum-dum bullets. Mr. Vandiver read 
a letter from Patrick Ford, editor of The 
Irish World, saying he had talked with 
Corporal O’Brien, who reaffirmed the 
charges and was ready to make affidavit 
to this to be forwarded to Washington. 
‘The charges were too horrible for belief, 
Mr. Vandiver said, if they were not sub- 
stantially borne out by official reports of 
Outrages by our forces against the na- 
tives. 

When Mr. Vandiver asked if any one 
in behalf of-the administration ¢as ready 
to rise and defend the atrocities by Amer- 
ican soldiers on natives, W. A. Smith, of 
Michigen, retorted with an inquiry wheth- 
er any one on the other side of the 
chamber was ready to rise and defend 
the atrocities of natives on American gol- 
diers. 

An exciting passage occurred between 
Mr. Smith and Mr. Vandiver. The latter 
asserted that atrocities neither on one side 
nor on the other were detensgipie. 

‘Il have eviience piled mountain high,” 
deciared Mr, Vandiver, ‘of cruelty, ex- 
tortion, torture, murder, arson, rape and 
every other crime known to the salendar.” 

“That ts false,’’ exclaimed Mr. Smith, 
“and 1 hurl back, the charge at tne gen- 
tleman and call upon him to produce the 
proofs jf he can.”’ 

“The proofs are ample and will be pre- 
} sented,’ said Mr. Vandiver. 

‘The gentleman ought to be ashamed 2o¢ 
himself,’’ interrupted Mr. Smith, ‘to assaillj 
the American army 7,000 miles from 
nome.”’ 

Mr. Vandiver responded that his re- 
spect for the dictates of humanity were 
greater than for soldiers guilty of sucn 
cruelty. He proceeded to read portions of 
the testimony before the Philippines com- 
mittee of the senate. When he referred 
to General Funston, Mr. Landis, of In- 
diana, interjectéd the sarcastic inquiry: 

“Funston—that is the gemtieman who 
captured your old friend, Emilio Agul- 
naldo?”’ 

Aguinaldo a Bugbear. 

“Yes,” answered Mr. Vamilver, “and 
this Emilio Aguinuldo seems to ‘be a great 
bugbear to the other side of the cham- 
ber.” 

“But all his eulogies come from that 
(the democratic side of the chamber,” 
said Mr. Landis. 

Goon after Mr. Vandiver became en- 

in a warm colloquy witn Mr. Ham- 
ilton, of Michigan, who demanded to know 
how a stabie government was going to be 
maintained without soldiers. | 

There was considerable confusion and 
the chair had to rap vigorously for or- 
der. 

Mr. Vandiver continued to recite cases 
of alleged cruelty. 

Mr. Hill, of Connecticut, made a spirit- 
ed rejoinder to Mr. Vandiver’s spéech on

minority on the ground that an ex-parte 


case was being considered. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. Hill 
paid: 

“I came into the hall while the gentle- 
man from Missouri was portraying the 
outrages that had been perpetrated by 
the American soldiers upon the Filipinos 
and I regretted very much to ‘near it.” 

Mr. Hill detailed a visit he paid to Gen- 
eral Smith’s headquarters in the Philip- 
pines, and added: : 

‘I found the department of General 
Jacob H. Smith in peaire and quietness, 
and vet while that condition existed this 
incident actually occurred: A company 
of Tagalogs, Filipinos, the Filipino army, 
f you choose to call it such, descended on 
a village of peaceable Filipinos who caose 
to carry on their regular pursuits in peace 
and quietness, and destroyed that village, 
munmiering men, women and children; 
and if the gentleman from Missouri (Mr. 
Vandiver) desires a specimen of ‘varbarity 
I want to tel you what they did to loyal 
Filipinos and Americans. 


Barbarity of Filipinos. 

“They took men out and tied them to 
ant hills 6 or 8 or 10 feet high and 6 feet 
in diameter filled with ants that are ab- 
golutely ravenous and eat up everything 
they come in contact with. They tied 
these men to ant hills and allowed them 
to he eaten to death by auts. They buried 
them in the ground up to their necks and 
allowed them to be pecked to death by the 
birds ami eaten by ants, They took loyal 
Filipinos and loyal Americans and cut 
them open in the abdomen, taking out 4 
portion of the bowels and nailing it to 4 
tree and driving them around the tree 
with bolos while they disemboweled them- 
selves, and yet you gentlemen stand here 
and condemn American soldiers for stand- 
ing by men who are loyal to the 
American flag and who are suffering such 
outrages as these.” 

Mr: Vandiver—‘‘For the very same kind 
of barbarities which you are now charg- 
ing against the Filipinos.” 

Mr. Hill—‘Talk about water cures. 
Fight your political battles decently. Do 
not attempt to do it by slandering Amer- 
ican soldiers in the performance of their 
duty.”’ (Applause on the republican side.) 

The Philippine discussion became gen- 
eral. Mr. Fgpburn, of Iowa, referred to 
Mr. Vandiver’s service in the confeder- 
acy and declared that after thirty-five 
years Mr. Vandiver could not forget the 
old days and the old methods. ‘‘He should 
remember,” said’ Mr. Hepburn, ‘‘that the 
army he attacks is our army, that these 
boys are our boys. That they have been 
reared in American homes, and he should 
not in the house join the libellers an‘14 
Slanderers in traducing our American 
soldiers.’’ 

Howling Wilderness Order. 

The Missouri member, he said, hada 
seized on every exaggerated story in or- 
der to attack the American soldier. 

‘‘And this is done,’’ asserted Mr. Hep- 
burn, bitterly, ‘‘to secure a miserable, a 
desecrable, political advantage.”’ 

Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, asked if 
Mr. Hépburn defended the order to make 
Samar a “howling wilderness.”’ 

“I believe that is a lie,’’ responded Mr. 
Hepburn. “I believe no American officer 
ever made such an order. I believe it to 
be a slander, pure and simple.” 

Mr. Wheeler, of Kentucky, made a short 
and caus@ rejoinder to Mr. Hepburn. 
While agreeing with the Iowa member 
that the Philippines question should not 
be turned to party advantage, he said 
he wanted to know why it was that men 
must close their mouths against cruelty 
and barbarity.

Republicans Propose To Send Commission To Inves- 
tigate Condition of Negroes-=Infamous Charge 
Against White Farmers Credited to Pledger.

Washington, May 16.—(Special.)—A 
speech made iby that energetic republican 
leaier of Georgia, ““Colonel’’ Bill Pledger, 
of Atlanta, is going to figure ip a minori- 
ty report against tne adoption of the bill 
to create a commissjon to investigate the 
industrial and social conditions of the ne- 
groes. 

The bill provides for a commission of 
five members whose terms of service shall 
be three years and who are to draw $3,500 
a year each in Salary. While tne osten- 
sible punpose of the measure is to gather 
industrial statistics, it is claimed that it 
is in reality another offer to make politi- 
cal capital for the republicans through a 
so-called investigation into industrial con- 
ditions in the south. A number of negro 
politicians appeared before the house com- 
mittee in advocay of the Dill, among them 


Pledger. 

The republican members of the commit- 
tee agreed today to report the bill favor- 
ably, the democrats refraining trom voi- 
ing. Mr. Flood, of Virginia, has called 
upon the chairman of the committee for 


a transcript of Pledger’s speech, and says 
that if the speech contains certain state- 
ments as he recollects them ‘he will use 
extracts in his minority report for the 
purpose of demonstrating the political 
purposes of the advocates of the commis- 
sion. 

Among other things, Pledger is 


declared to have said that some of the 
lynchings in the south were inspired 
by white farmers who desired to put 
out of the way negro tenants to whom 
they owed a share of their crop. 


The indications are that there will ve 
a strong fight against the bill. If the 
political purpose can be proven it will 
not be allowed to get through the senate, 
even if it does pass the nouse. 

The commission is to ‘make a compre- 
hensive investigation of the conditions of 
the people of the na@gro racein the United 
States, their educational progress and the 
best means of promoting harmony be- 
tween the races in the United States; said 
commission to investigate and report their 
views concerning the adjustment of the 
trouble affecting the harmonious rela- 
tions of the races.”” , 


WATER CURE IS NOTSO BAD 


So Captain Lee Hall Tells the Senate 
Philippine Committee. 


NOT AN AMERICAN INVENTION 


Captain Says Method of Torture Was 
Devised by the Natives—No 
Worse Than Vino. 


Washington, May 15.—Captain Joe Hall, 
formerly of the Thirty-third volunteer 
infantry, was the witness before the sen- 
ate Philippines committee today. He was 
in command of a company of Maccabebe 
scouts. He said there were deadly ene- 
mies of the Tagalogs. He had heard of 
instances of water cure, but stw none. 
The water cure he though was no *%worse 
in its effetcs than the native vino.. The 
Filipino prisoners were treated as well 
as American soldiers, except that they 
were made to work. 

Senator Dietrich called attention to a 
picture in Bryan’s Commoner, showing 
the Maccabebe as a naked negro with 
Aguinaldo standing behind him. Captain 
Hall said that the Maccabebe was a Ma- 
lay, not a negro, and that when he wv¢; 
a soldier he was clothed: He said the 
Filipinos were not ready for self-govern- 
ment. 

The witness said that one Maccabebe 
sergeant who jhe had sent in search of 
guns had told him that he procured them 


by the use of the cure. 
The witness was quite sure that this 


was a native and not an American inven- 


tion in securing o@nfessions. 

Prisoners generally were parolled after 
dressing the wounds of the wounded and 
caring for the sick. The native pfrison- 
ers were tréated much as our gwn 
soldiers are. ‘‘We paid for everything we 
got,’’ he said. 

Replying to questions by Senator Du- 
bois, Captain Hall said he considered thaf 
there was no immediate chance for an in- 
dependent government, 
learn what government is.’’ He proceed- 
ed, however, to say that there is much 
good in the native Filipino, and that in 
time they would come to be good people.

Washington, May  15.—(Special.)—The 
senate committee on pwodlic buildings has 
agreed to amendmentts increasing the ap- 
propriations® for public buildings at Ath- 
ens, Macon and Rome. The Athens ap- 
propriation is fixed at $100,000 instead of 
$75,000, as in the house bill. The appro- 
priatton for Rome will be $8,000, for an ad-

GAYNOR AND GREENE 
CAUGHT IN CANADA 


Continued from First Page. 
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extradition of wealthy Americans in Que- 
bec has in the past been attended with a 
great deal of difficulty, and so Mr. Er- 
win, following out a plan of action de- 
vised to ‘secure possession of the two 
men, laid his information in the Montreal 
courts. The warrant was intrusted to 
Chief Carpenter, of the local detective 
bureau, who, with some of his assistants, 
went to Quebec and this morning arrest- 
ed the men, placed them on board a tug 
and started for this cityy Mr. Erwin is 
advised by the law firm of MacMasters 
& Hickson. 
No Danger of Conflict. 

The provincial detéctivee office in this 
city received a perplexing message from 
the attorney general's office in Quebec, 
saying that Detective Carpenter did not 
arrest Gaynor arid Greene, but that they 
were carried off by three American de- 
tectives. The instrittidns given by the 
attorney general are to the effect that 
the chief of the provincial detectives here 
is to intercept, if possible, the boat carry- 
| ing the prisoners. 

Tne authorities here claim that there 
is not the slightest danger of a serigfus 
conflict between the detectives who have 
arrested Gaynor and Greene in Quebec 
and those trying to overtake them. De- 
tective Carpenter has power to make ar- 
rests anywhere in the province of Que- 
bec on a@ warrant issued within the prov- 
ince. 


ARREST OF FUGITIVES ® 
WAS CAREFULLY PLANNED 

Washington, May 15,—The arrest of 
Messrs. Gaynor and Greene was the re- 
gult of a carefully prepared and well ma- 
tured plan devised by the government 
Officials acting under instructions of the 
department of justice of the United 
States. Its inception dates back to the 
time Gaynor and Greene left the United 
States and took up their residence in 
Quebec. The officials there then imme- 
diately ‘began consideration of the ques- 
tion of the best means to have them ex- 
tradited and brought back to Savannah. 
Ga., for trial. The extradition treaty 
between Great Britain and the United 
States was carefully studied and Yhe con- 
clusion reached that there existed good 
grounds.for the extradition of the men. 
To Marion Erwin, who has figured prom- 
inently in the conduct of the cases at 
Savannah, was assigned the duty of pro- 
ceeding to Canada and assisting the gov- 
ernment in the attempt to secure the 
return of the two men to the United 
States. ConsMerable delay was occa. 
sioned by the fact that certain records 
pertaining to the case had to be for. 
warded to Canada. 

The officialg here satisfied themselves 
after a thorough investigation that Gay- 
nor and-Greene felt reasonably secure 
from extradition while in Quebec, because 
of local conditions existing there. They 
feared that if the men were arrested in 
Quebec resort would be had immediately 
by habeas corpus proceedings and they 
would be released. For this reason, and 
in accord with Mr. Erwin's views on the 
matter, the determination was reached 
to have the warrants sworn out in Mon- 
treal and served on Messrs. Gaynor and 
Greene in Quebec, thus bringing the ques- 
tion of holding them for extradition Be- 
fore the Montreal authorities. 

Erwin Chartered Boat. 

Just by whom the warrants were served 
ig not known here, but it is suppased this 
was done either by a Canadian officer or 
by the United States secret service 
officials deputized for that purpose. The 
arrangements made by Mr. Erwin’ con- 
templated the chartering of a boat to 
take Gaynor and Greene from Quebec to 
Montreal after they had been arrested 
in the former place, as told in the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatches. 

A dispatch came to the department of 
justice late this afternoon, which reported 
that the scheme for securing the men on 
board the boat had been successfully 
carried out. The officials are highly 
pleased with the manner in which Mr. 
Erwin has performed the delicate duties 
assigned to him, and say the methods 
devised for apprehending the men are en- 
tirely legal. 

The expectation here is that when ar- 
raigned before the Montreal authorities 
Messrs. Gaynor and Greene will en- 
deavor to secure their release by habeas 
corpus proceedings. Any efforts in that 
line will be vigorously resisted by Mr. 
Erwin, who has employed a well known 
frm of attorneys of Montreal to assist 
him in whatever proceedings are had. 

The confident belief of the officials here 
is that this government will be able to 
secure the extradition of the two men, 
in which case they will be taken to Sa- 
vannah for trial.:A carefuh perusal of 
the extradition treaty, they say, demon- 
strates that its provisions are troad 
enough to cover the offenses charged 
against them in the indictment. It is not 
known here just what the warrant for ar- 
rest charges. The case is quite compli- 
cated, but an earnest effort will be made

Blacksmiths Put Up Errorless Ball 
and Defeated Tennessee. 


TEAMS MEET AGAIN TODAY 


Techs Did Best Work They Have Done 
This Season—Lucas Will Twirl 
This Afternoon—Great Ball 
aia Big Crowd Is 
Expected. 


In one of the best games of the season 
the Techs defeated the University of 
Tennessee at Brisbine yesterday after- 
noon by a score of 7 to 2. 

The feature of the game was the fliel4- 
ing of the Techs. The forty-four chances 
given them by the Tennesseeans during 
the game were accepted cleanly, not an 
error being made by the Techs, although 
Patterson was hit quite freely. 

The game was played under lowering 
clouds and before a very small crow‘. 
Perhaps it was the prospéct of rain that 
kept the crowd away, but whatever the 
cause, those who failed to see the game 
missed one of the prettiest exhibitions 
of basebal] ever put up at Brisbine. 

The game was in no sense a pitchers’ 
battle, but both Patterson and Bucking- 
ham did good work. Both of them kept 
their heads throughout the game and 
used them when head work was needed. 
Buckingham struck out six men and 
gave two bases cn balls, while Patterson 
fanned only two of the Tennessee bat- 
ters and gave three of them passes to 
first.

The Techs won the game on their merit 
as they made enough earned runs to 
make it theirs.

One of the prettiest plays of the game 
was that of Gudger, the boy who covers 
the right garden for the Tennesseeans.

COTTON CLOSED 
~ QUIET AND STEADY

New. York, May 15.—The cotton \market 
opened steady with prices | point higher to 
3 pointe lower, and for a short time was rath- 
er heavy under room selling based on large 
ort receipts, rather disappointing Liverpool 
cables and absence of aggressive public sup- 
port. Then came a sharp rise, which carried 
July from 9.01 to 9.08 on a small scare of 
shorts and support from Wall etreet interests, 
started by talk of too much rain in parte of 
the western belt and predictions for very 
bullish weekly statements tomorrow. But as 
commission houses did not reenter the mar- 
ket, and as New Orleans and Liverpool refiect- 
ed a tired feeling among longs, the market 
here declined again and closed quiet and eteady 
net 5 to 8 points lower. Speculation was tame 
much of the session. The private crop ac- 
counts were unquestionably the best received 
at this time in the season in several years. 
Showers to soaking rains were forecasted for 
pretty much the entire belt tonight and to- 
morrow.

New Orleans, May 15.—Liverpool advices 
were not encouraging, therefore our market 
opened 2 to 3 points lower, but subsequentiy 
advanced 6 to 7 points on near and 4 on 
new, owing to fresh buying superinduced by 
the light receipts. The lack of demand for 
spots and absence of outside buying occasioned 
easiness near the close, making the net loss 
3 to 6 points on old crop options and 4 to 5 
on new. The amount to be brought into sight 
during the week is estimated at 53,000, 
against 79,000 last year and §3,000 year be- 
fore last. The visible supply etatement is ex- 
pected to be very bullish tomorrow, as there 
has been a large relative loss in the American, 
Indian and Egyptian movements during the 
present week. Good rains were reported today 
from Texas, Alabama, Louisiana and Missis- 
eippi, and were considered beneficial in the 
latter three states, being essential for the ger- 
mination of the late planted seed, complaints 
of which were made in-last Tuesday's govern- 
ment report. Exporters are apathetic, and 
spinners evidence no eagerness to enter into 
new engagements on the present basis, con- 
sequently it is anticipated that light receipts 
wil] continue until there is an improved ex- 
port demand for spots. Supply and demand 
will influence old crop months and the new 
will be regulated by weather conditions. 


Southern Exchange Cotton Letter. 


New York, May |15.—A ficmer tone was pre- 
sented by Liverpool cables this morning, with 
prices marked up from 3 to 4 points on near 
and only 2 to 3 points on the distant options. 
The close was even more irregular, and closed 
quiet and steady with an improvement of |-1!16d 
in epots. Considerable buying both here and 
in Liverpool was noticed around the open- 
ing, supposed to be for long account. On this 
conception shorts were eager to cover and 
caused a break of 3 points from the opening. 
Light receipts and mixed reports from the 
cotton districts began to pour in around the 
first hour, causing a rally and around noon 
the market held firmer. Some liquidation af- 
ter this broke July to 9c, but quickly regainel 
the loss on purchases from the other side of 
the water.

After these publications the bear element 
eeemed to disappear in the woods and cotton 
ruled firmer, but dull, the latter part of the 
session.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, May |15.—We have had a nervous 
market, alternately weak and strong, on a 
small volume of business showing how un- 
certain are the views of the trade as to the 
course of prices. Furopean advices were 
hardly so favorable as anticipated, and there 
has been at times a supply of July cotton of- 
fering which would point to realizing orders. 
On the other hand, the trade looks for a de- 
crease in the visible supply statement tomor- 
row, which they expect will do more than sus- 
tain prices. In short, local feeling is more 
bullish than of late without the encourage- 
ment of the large outside speculation. New 
crop advices are very favorable and there is 
each day a growing disposition to transfer 
transactions tq the new crop, leaving the 
old positions to be fought out between par- 
ties largely interested. Generally the eame 
view is held by all that the market is a pur- 
chase for a turn on all breaks, but that arry 
sustained bull movement, ‘barring manipula- 
tion,’’ must come in @ change from crop ac- 
counts.

New York, May 15.—Cotton futures in the 
ktral market opened steady in tone with first 
prices | point higher to 4 pointe lower. This 
change was the direct result of scattered 
selling by commission house interests. The 
early cables from the English market were 
encouraging, but Jater advices showed a loss 
and this tended to discourage holders on this 
side. There was some demand from outside 
sources on the-fip, however, though the main 
buying came from Wall street sources and 
room shorts who appeared to be frightened, 
inasmuch as they rushed to-cover, with the 
result that July advanced over last night’s 
close.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 1|5.—The passive condition 
of the speculation was not changed today. The 
volume of the dealings fell away to what 
4s proverbially known as midsummer dull- 
ness. Thie condition of the stock market 
ie by no means abnormal at this season, due 
to the usual shifting course of money resources 
and the uncertainties of the crop season. 
Overwhelming importance is attached to the 
fate of the corn crop this year, especially in 
view of the high prices of that cereal, owing 
to last year’s shortage, and the teow ne 
pect for only a part of a winter Ww eat Cc ° 
As the cumacainain is scarcely more than in _— 
ground yet, the chances of the future are 4i- 
most too uncertain even for speculative ven- 
tures. The present waiting attitude of the 
market is therefore entirely reasonable and 
natural. So far as the situation is strained 
and unnatural in any degree it is due to the 
recent efforts by pools and speculative plungers 
to stir up an unwarragpted activity in the 
speculation and to bid up prices to un le 
heights. The money flurry last week and on 
Monday was the corrective influence and has 
resulted in the present conditions. The dull- 
ness is accentuated, of course, by the addi- 
tional element of uncertainty in the threatened 
strike of the anthracite miners. Most of the 
price movements of any consequence in to- 
day’s stock market might be traced to the 
influence of the acquisition of the Chicago, In- 
dianapolis and Louisville jointly by the South- 
ern railway and Louisville and Nashville. 
The strength of the Chicago and Alton stocks 
and Kansas City Southern was obviously based 
on @ speculative assumption that both these 
roads might be available for a similar north 
and south junction. In epite of the strength- 
ening of competing lines by the deal, Llinois 
Central was strong, Louisville and Nashville 
was heavy, possibly on redlizing and the early 
demam for Southern Railway soon died out. 
The Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville stocks 
themselves were feverish, relapsing violently 
after advancing. A drop in Chicago and WRast- 
ern Illinois, which has been discussed as a 
possible outlet for Louisville and Nashville, 
reflected disappointment. The upward move- 
ment in the junior Vanderbilts had its in- 
ception in Lake rie and Western, which 
seemed to be influenced by @ speculative the- 
ory of relation to Chicago, Indianapolis and 
Louisville. Virginia-Carolina Chemical Com- 
pany had the benefit of its increased dividend. 
Amalgamated Copper was firm on the better 
conditions in the trade. General Electric 
jumped 6 potnts without explanation. Move- 
ments otherwise were trivial and shifting.

COTTON CROP IN GOOD SHAPE 


Temperature Went Above Normal 
During Past Week. 


RAINFALL BELOW AVERAGE 


Very Encouraging Reports Received 
from the Cotton Crop—Fruit 
Was Not Injured. 


; The weekly crop and climate bulletin 


issued by the United States department 
of agriculture Indicates for the week end- 
ing Monday, May 12, a temperature above 
normal ranging all over the southern 
states. The rainfall over the same ter- 
ritory was generally below normal: 

Washingtan, May 13, 1902.—The week 
ending 8 a. m., May 12, averaged decidedly 
cool from the upper Missouri valley east- 
ward to the New England coast, the daily 
temperature deficiency ranging from 3 to 
6 degrees in the upper Mississippi and 
Red river of the north valleys and over 
the greater portion of the lake region and 
northern New England. The week was 
slightly cooler than usual in the upper 
Ohio valley, over the northern portion 
of the middle Atlantic states and in 
Texas, in which districts the average 
daily deficiency ranged from 1 to 2 de- 
grees. Elsewhere the week was warmer 
than usual, the daily temperature excess 
ranging from 3 to 6 degrees over the south 
Atlantic and east gulf states, generall» 
throughout the Missouri valley and Rocky 
mountain regions and on. the Pacific 
coast, except in the interior of California, 
the excess being most marked over the 
plateau districts, middle Rocky mountain 
slope and the interior portions of the east 
guif and south Atlantic states. 

East of the Rocky mountains the max- 
imum, or day, temperatures were below 
80 degrees over the northern districts 
east of the Missouri valley, and exceeded 
90 degrees only over the region to the 
southward of the Ohio and east of the 
lower Mississippi river. 

Freezing temperatures occurred in the 
central and northern Rocky mountain 
districts and from northern Minnesgta 
eastward to the New England coast 
Throughout the central valleys the min- 
imum, or night, temperatures, generally 
ranged from 36 degrees to 50 degrees: 
over the northern portion of the gulf 
states from 50 degrees to 60 degrees, and 
along the south Atlantic coast from 60 de- 
grees to 68 degrees. 

Seasonal Temperature. 

East of the Rocky mountains only a 
very small area remains over which the 
seasonal temperature from March 1 to 
date is deficient, the high temperatures 
of the past two weeks having overcome 
the’ deficiency over a large area in the 
south Atlantic and east gulf states. Tho 
area of deficiency embracing the Pacific 
coast and Rocky mountain districts is 
also somewhat reduced, although the sea- 
sonal temperature continues markedly de- 
ficient over the western plateau region 
and over the interior portion of the Pa- 
cific coast states, where it ranges from 1 
to 8 degrees. From the northern Rocky 
mountain region to the New England and 
middie Atiantic coasts and in the west 
gulf states, the seasonal] temperature is 
in excess of the average, the average 
daily departure from the normal ranging 
from 2 to 4 degrees from the Missouri 
valley to the New England coast,’ being 
most marked over the northern portions 
of the lake region and New England. 


Precipitation. 

Over a considerable portion of the upper 
lake region, upper Mississippi and Red 
river of the north valleys, the weekly 
rainfall amounted to more than 1 Inch, 
and from 1 to 2 inches fell in eastern 
Texas, portiong of Oklahoma, Arkansas 
and Louisiana. Limited areas in the east 
gulf and middle Atlantic states, central 
Tennessee, western Missouri and eastern 
Kansas also received more than 1 inch of 
rainfall. Very lf{ttle rain fell in the cen- 
tral gulf states, Ohlo valley, portions of 
the central Mississippi valley, lower !ake 
region, New England, and over much of 
the middle and south Atlantic states, 
there being no appreciable amount over 
a considerable area extending from south- 
ern New England to Maryland. The 
greater part of the Missouri valley, west- 
ern Texas and the Florida peninsula also 
received less than the usual precipitation. 
Light showers occurred on the middle 
and north Paific coasts, but except over 
limited areds the weekly precipitation 
was lighter than usual. 


General Summary. 


From the upper Mississippi valley eastward 
to the New England and middie Atlantic 
coasts the week was decidedly cold and un- 
favorable to growth, with light to heavy 
frosts, causing much damage to fruit in the 
northern portion of the middle Atlantic states 
and in New England. The temperature con- 
ditions in the southern states, Missouri val- 


Pacific cgast districts were favorable, highly 
so on the north Pacific coast. Drought con- 
tinues in Florida and over portions of the 
east gulf and south Atlantic states, and rain 
is generally needed in the Ohio valley and 
middie Atlantic states. Rains have afforded 
relief locally in the middle and southern 
Rocky mountain districts, but more is need- 
ed in those sections. The greater part of the 
upper lake region and portions of the upper 
Mississippi, upper Missouri and Red river 


| of the North valleys are suffering from ex- 


cessive mepisture. 

Owing to excessive rains little or no corn 
has yet been planted in Minnesota and Wis- 
consin, and planting has been delayed in 
South -Dakota and northern Iowa, but gen- 
erally throughout the central valleys and 
middle Atlantic states this work has made 
rapid progress. Good stands are generally 
reported in the Mississippi and Missouri val- 
leys, but cut worms are impairing the stands 
in the Ohlo valley and Tennessee. In Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma and Texas the crop has made 
rapid growth and much has been laid by in 
Texas. 

The past week has not been unfavorable to 
winter wheat and generally the crop has made 
satisfactory progress, the least favorable re- 
ports being received from the Ohio valley and 
middie Atlantic states, while a decided tm- 
provement is reported from Nebraska. The 
crop has made slow growth in the Ohio valley 
and middie Atlantic states, but has advanced 
rapidiy in the lower Missouri valley, in the 
southern portion of which it is now heading, 
Lodging is threatened in portions of Missouri. 
The north Pacific coast region has expe- 
rienced a week highly favorable to the wheat 
crop, which is much improved in that sec- 
tion. The crop continues in excellent cond!- 
tion in central and northern California, but 
is in poor condition in the southern part of 
the state. 

Early sown spring wheat has germinated 
well and is making vigorous growth, especial- 
ly in the southern portion of the spring 
wheat region. Owing to continued rains 
much of the orop is yet to be sown, not more 
than half the intended acreage having been 
sown in North Dakota. 

Oat harvest has begun in South Carolina 
and the crop is ripening in Texas, while seed-

The concession has only 
to be confirmed by the skupstchina. The 
king is in favor of it, and so are the 
members of the government, with one 
exception. The state will receive £40,000 
a year and 10 per cent of the profits for 
eighty years. The Toptchidere park ls 
very prettily situated, with forests and 
mountains surrounding it. This is the 
spot where Prince Michel Obrenovitch 
was assassinated in 1868. The park at 
one time was used by the Turks as an 
artillery ground. Toptchidere means “the 
artillery headquarters.”’

JUDGE LUMPKIN RENDERS 
OPINION IN NOVEL CASE 


perior court, yesterday rendered an 
opinion in a novel case, holding that 
a burial] lot in a public cemetery, con- 
trolled by a municipal corporation, cannot 
be partitioned among tenants. Thisis the 
first time such a question has been before 
the courts of Fulton county,. thus render- 
ing the decision of an important and in- 
teresting nature. 

The opinion was handed down in the 
case of Laurence C. Trippe against John 
F, Bradley. The case was instituted in 
the superior court some time ago. Trippe 
alleged that H. Trippe was the owner of 
a burial lot, 20 by 30 feet in size, in Oak- 
land cemetery, which was purchased from 
the city. He alleged that upon the death 
of H. Trippe the iot descended to his 
heirs, and that several interments were 
made on it. 

The plaintiff further alleged that he 
purchased the interest of certain heirs 
and claimed to own a twenty-one twenty; 
fifth undivided interest in the lot, and 
that the defendant, by purchase, ac- 
quired the temaiaing four twenty-fifths 
undivided interest. The petition stated 
that the graves of the family were all 
on the south side of the lot except one 
On the north side. 

Trippe sought to have partitioners ap- 
pointed and have the lot partitioned be- 
tween himsel? and the defendant. Brad- 
ley demurred to this application on 
several grounds, one being that a ceme- 
tery lot or the rignt of burial in a public 
cemetery was not a subject for partition- 
ing. 


J vere J. H. LUMPKIN, of the su- 


| Judge Lumpkin sustained the demurrer 
and refused to appoint partitioners. 

Judge Lumpkin cites a number of au- 
thorities sustaining his position. Among 
other things, he asks this question: 

“Suppose there are several] graves of 
various members of a family upon a 
cemetery lot, and by inheritance it bee 
comes vested as land in two heirs, in a 
partition what would become of these 
graves? They might be those of brothers, 
cousins, grandchildren or other relatives, 
or even friends. To whose share would 
they be pue; or what would be their 
Status? Again, the statute provides that 
if partition cannot be made in kind by 
the partitioners the property shal! be sold 
and the proceeds divided. (Code 4793.) In 
such a case would the graves already 
there b? sold, wr the narrow spaces be- 
tween them or around them, or if not, 
what would be sold and what would be 
the status of the balance?’ 

Continuing, the opinion reads: 

“The grave is the tenement of the dead, 
but is not ‘lands and tenements’ to be 
partitioned among the living. Death, 
who closes the eyes in the ‘strange white 
solitude of peace,’ also lifts its ghastly 
hand to wave back from the quiet home 
of the sleeping the noisy clamor of trade 
and greed or grasping for gain. In that 
solemn home the dead must rest and the 
living should cease from wrangling and 
from strife. The right of family sepul- 
chre in a public cemetery, regarded in 
all times as sacred, is/ not to be cut into 


parcels by the surveyor’s chain or ‘sold 
for partiffon under the auctioneer’s ham- 
mer.”’
